At 9.35 Bobby Burns came over the ropes 


in a long dressing gown, and accompanied 
by Frud McDougall, Fred Whiti'ord, Frank 
Dugan and Jim Boyle, Providence cele- 
brities. 


Suven minutes later Flaherty showed up 


accompanied by Joe Flaherty, Bert Pettoe, 
Pat O'ab111 of Jersey City, and Tom Kyan 
of Chicago. 


Both scrappers were rubbed down by 


their seconds, and then the club's an- 
nouncer introduced the men. He intro- 
duced Flalierty as "Martin Lowell of 
Flaherty" and much merriment followed. 


Time was called and tho scrappers start- 


ed work. In physical appearance Flaherty 
was in gieat ttim while Burns seemed 
weary, nervous aud in poor condition.

TOUR OP INSPECTION. 


Satisfactory Sho-wiiiR Made by the Various 


Schools—OTie Attendance is Fallin« Off— 
1'ho Drawing- School Still J>oinff 
Good 


Work/ 
The committee on evening schools accom- 


panied by Supervisor Smith, School Com- 
mitteeman-eiect Brown of Ward Two,Sen- 
ator-eleet Brady and Representative-elect 
Donahoe of Ward Three visited several of 
the evening schools last evening. 


The night was stormy and probably this 


deterred many of the scholars from attend- 
ing, but as a general rule the committee 
seemed woll pleased with the work done, 
so far, in the schools visited last evening. 


The Green school was the first visited 


and the attendance was reported as 525. 
The pupils are divided into 10 rooms, with 
two or more teachers in each room, in 
this school are a. great many children who 
are compelled to go to evening school, but 
there are also many others, much older, 
who -voluntarily attend. 
The discipline 


here was excellent and the large attend- 
ance, if nothing else, was very encourag- 
ing.The Bartlett school also made a good 
^VswStigtoTpTfnA ol attendance, thereljeing 
over 300 pupils in this building. 
French 


children predominate, and the teachers re- 
port they are apt scholars. 
At the Aiken avenue school there are 


but two rooms and eacb. of these contains a 
full quota of students, who were busily en- 
gaged when the committee arrived. One 
bad feature here pertains to the building 
itself and that is its poor ventilation. ' The 
air in the school building was anything but 
pure and it is certain that the teachers here 
earn their salaries and the pupils must 
.necessarily be quite eacier to learn when 
they attend this school Any fair-minded 
person would suggest a new building for 
this section. 
Up at the Varnum school the attendance 
was light, and Pi incipal Weir attributed 
this falling off to the stormy weather. 
Only six rooms are open in this building 
and the attendance is in the vicinity of 
150 pupils. 


The Coburn school produced something 


in the way of a novelty. Here several 
classes of Armenians were being taught 
and it was really surprising to note the 
eagerness, and the desire of these foreign- 
ers to learn the English language. 
The 


same may be said of the Greeks, who were 
in classes at the Worthen street school. 


The drawing school at the old Mann 


school .building Is especially worthy of 
mention. 
The pupils in this building are 


laught drawing in all its branches, prac- 
tical designing, moulding ia clay and on 
paper. 
There are classes for beginners 


and advanced classes, and it is certainly 
worth the time of any person to visit this 
building and see the work the pupils are 
persuing under the guidance of experienced 
teachers. There is also in this building a 
class in chemistry. 


The pupils.in the high school were about 


to be dismissed when the committee ar- 
rived. Among the new classes formed here 
is the elocution class taught by Mr, James 
Couehlin. 
All the classes contained many 


pupils and this was especially the case with 
the penmanship classes, where Messrs. 
Thomas M, Graves and John J. Hunt, 
teachers of penmanship, instruct 
their 


pupils in the art of writing. 


The committee will piobably visit the 


remaining schools some 
evening next 


week. 


Mr. Smith certainly deserves consider- 


able credit for the work he is doing in con- 
nection with the evening schools and his 
efforts to widen the scope of their useful- 
ness are certainly praiseworthy.

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 16.—At a few minutes 


past 10 yesterday the false work and that 
part of the middle span of the Louisville 
and Jefforsonville bridge company gave 
way and.withall the workmen,waB precip- 
itated 110 feet into the vratav below. There 
•was but a moment's warning, and those 
•who escaped going down with the mass of 
iron and timber started for the piers after 
the first trembling that indicated the giv- 
ing away of the false work. , 


The accident was a torrible one and is 


the last of a long list of aastastrophes 
that have marked the construction of this 
bridge. The foreman, in beginning work, 
noticed that during the night the "trav- 
eler" which had been pub in place had 
been worked loose by the winds. 
An or- 


der to draw it bock into place was given, 
•and the men and engines started. 


The wind, was high and the gentle sway 


gradually forced the traveler offi the piles 
on which it waa rsating. When the end 
slipped the whole work trembled, and the 
men, realizing their danger, started for 
tho piers. Aa luck would have it the 
central bent was the first to give way, and 
the men on this bent went down to be 
covered by the ma^s of iron and timber of 
the bents •which fell almost immediately 
after, cfli'i'ying with, them the other work- 
men, who failed to reach, the piers. 


Fifty Men Went Down. 


Tho north, bent, or the one attached to 


the Indiana pier, did not tall for 15 min- 
utes after the other parts went down. Aa 
near as con be ascertained there were 51 
meu on the bridge when the alarm was 
given by the engineer in charge of the 
vrork^ Of this number several succeeded 
in reaching the piers. Of those that went 
down some were covered by a niassiof. 
timbers, and it will be several days before 
their bodies are recovered. 


The first crash when, the center bent 
gave way was at 10:05 o'clo-jk, and it was 
then that the great numbyr o£ fatalUafia, 
*ccurred. A few minutes later a bent on 
which, there was but little of tho bridge 
•roper gave wny on the Indiana side. On 
this it is believed that but one unknown 
«aan was killed. He was caught by a rope 
•aid dragged beneath, the w ater. 


Whan the huge mass of material struck 


Hie water nil was concealed for au instant 
fcy the spray that was throv. n high in the 
«eir. As the water subsiJ'jd, here and 
there could be seen men t,l i-uggling des- 
perately to climb up on UIE timbers that 
thrust their ends above the > /iuer. A few 
•ueceeded in clinging to JLIK place of 
safety, and were quickly ve 
1* sued by boats 
that put out from +l\a ,.! t»s. Oth.era 
(struggled despta-ately, anil were carried 
•ft' by the current to sink almost as rescue 
was at hand. 
Sad Scenes. 


Near tlie bridge the families of many 


workmen live. Those were soon at the 
river bank. Many were wild with grief, 
•nd rushed frantically about wringing 
their hands and tearing their hair. • The 
office of the bridge company on Campbell 
•treet was besieged with anxious mothers 
fcnd wives inquiring for their loved ones. 
Half an hour after the accident there 


were at least 2000 people on the river bank, 
and a<3 the news spread they still poured 
in in a steady stream towards the place 
ol the accident. To whose doors must be 


, laid the responsibility for the terrible dis- 
aster will probably never be known. It is 
' one of thosa unforeseen accidents that 
' occur in 
spite 
of all precautionary 


measures. The workmen whose labors 
are utilized in the work practically take 
their lives in their own hinds. 


General opinion ascribes the qause ot, 


the disaster to the stiff wind that had 
been sweeping the river all day. It bore 
with great force on the ponderous frame- 
work which necessarily became loosened 
from the constant strain and swaying of 
the heavy timbers. 
| 
Ifo Allowance Por Wind. 


That the structure was otherwise than 


safe never occurred to either the en- 
gineers in charge or the workmen. Every 
precaution had been employed to insure 
the stability of the framework, and the 
only thing lacking, as the accident proved, 
was the failure to take into consideration 
the action of the wind, the force of which, 
was persistent and powerful. 


To the greafr "traveler" alluded to is 


directly attributed the falling of the span. 
The constant wind bore it from its resting 
place on the last pier but one of the 
Jeffersonville side. 
The displacement 


was discovered and the •work of putting it 
back in place was begun, but it was too 
late. The center of th.s great span began 
to sink before the work was accomplished. 
The wind had done its work, and tlie 
heavy engines near the pier went crash- 
ing down to the water, carrying with 
them the mass of humanity mixed in 
horrible confusion with, the timbers and 
iron. 


The partial span, the last one, did not 


fall until 20 minutes after the first had 
gone down, but it waa the direct result of 
the falling of the first. The great strain 
occasioned by the sundering and rending 
»f the bridge naturally committed itself to 
the unfinished span, and it took the plunge 
like 4he first into the water, but, being 
mostly framework, did not sink, but 
floated slowly down the river. 
There 


were said to be four men on it when it 
fell, and one was undoubtedly killed. 
Tha small traveler on this span floated 
down several hundred yards and then 
grounded, tha heavy timbers splintered 
like matches, showing the terrific force of 
the fall. 


Iron girders weighing many tons were 


twisted like one might twist a piece of 
wire into every conceivable shape, and 
lay with the timbers and huge pieces of 
iron and lumber in an extricable mass. 


The span would have been completed by > 


yesterday afternoon, and after the traveler 
had bean fastened to the pier there would 
have been no danger of the wind or the 
current breaking it down. A pile driver 
was sent to the scene, and the work of 
clearing the wreckage and searching for 
the dead under debris at onoe commenced. 


The third span of the bridge collapsed 


at 8:30 last night. So far as known there 
was no one injured. This will be an. addi-: 
tional loss ol about $75,000 to the build- 
ers. This span had been eomplftted, but 
the collapse of the fourth span, is sup- 
posed to have loosened and displaced it. 


The loss by the morning's accident tvas 
•t least $100,000. It is believed that over 
46 men went into the river. How many of 
these were lost cannot in the present con-, 


, fusion. bede/iuiUily ileained. It is feareu 
the number will reach 40.

'The Lowells were remarkable men says 
the Il^rald. Among them, Francis Cabot 
Lowell, after whom the city of Lowell 
was named, as Lawrence was named from 
the Lawrences, was a man of great note. 
He was born in Newburyport In 1775, 
and died in Boston in 1817 at the early age 
of 42 years. His health was delicate, and 
in 1810 he visited_ England, being at that 
time established in business in Boston. On 
his return home, shortly after the com- 
mencement of the war of 1812, he became 
strongly convinced of the practicability of 
introducing the manufacture of cotton 
goods into the United States, that he pro- 
posed to his kinsman, Patrick T. Jackson, 
to make the experiment on an ample scale. 


The result of project was the establish- 


ment of cotton manufacture at Waltuaui, 
and the formation of the city of Lowell, 
which was named after him. He visited 
Washington in 1816, and his personal in- 
fluence with Mr, Lowndes, Mr. Calhoun 
and other leading members of congress, it 
was said, contributed largely to the Intro- 
duction Into the tariff act of that year of 
the protective clause, which gave such an 
mpetus to the cotton manufactures in the 
United States. 
Nathan Appleton, another of Boston's 


early and great merchants, was an active 
^romptor, of Mr. Lowell's great cotton 
xianufacturing enterprise. 
Mr. Appleton 


was born in New Ipswich, N. H., in 1779, 
and was the seventh son of Isaac Ap- 
?leton. 
His brother Samuel had oom- 
nenced business in Boston.in. a small shop 
on old Comhtll—now a p"art of Washing- 
ion street—and took him as an apprentice. 
In 1800, when Nathan became of age, he 
was taken in as a partner by his brother. 
Be went to Europe on the business aotne 
;ime after, and met Francis C. Lowell in 
Edinburgh, at the time when Lowell was 
conceiving the idea of establishing an 
American cotton Industry, and readily en- 
tered into his views, ao that when the lat- 
:er, in connection with Patrick T. Jack- 
son, Paul Moody and others, established 
:he Waltham cotton factory,. Nathan Ap- 
)leton was an active participant in the 
enterprise.

TOUR OF INSPECTION. 


Satisfactory showing ATade by tbe Various 


Schools— Tlie Attendance ia FaJllun Off— 
The Drawing' School Still JJoiDg Good' 
Work.' 
The committee on evening schools accom- 


panied by Supervisor Smith, School Com- 
mitteeman-elect Brown of Ward Two,Sen- 
ator-elect Brady and Eepreeentativ^-elect 
Donahoe of Ward Three visited several of 
the evening schools last evening. 


The night was stormy and probably this 


deterred many of the scholars from attend- 
ing, but ae a general rule the committee 
seemed woll pleased with the work done, 
so far, in the schools Dialled last evaning. 


The Green school was the first visited 


and the attendance was reported us OSfi. 
The pupils are divided Into 10 rooms, with 
two or more teachers in each room. In 
this school are z, great many children wlio 
are compelled to go to evening school, but 
there are also many others, much older, 
who voluntarily attend. 
The discipline 


here was excellent and the large attend- 
ance, if nothing else, was very cncourag- 
inf-The Bartlett school also made a good 
showing iu point of attendance, there being 
over 300 pupils in tbis building. 
French 


children predominate, and the teachers re- 
port they are apt scholars. 


At the Aiken avenue school there are 


but tiro rooms and each of these contains a 
full quota of students, who were busily e«- 
gaRed when the committee arrived; 
One 


bad feature here pertains to the building 
Itseli and that is its poor ventilation. ' The 
air iu the school building was anything bnt 
pure and it is certain, that the teachers here 
earn their salaries and the pupils must 
.necessarily be quite ea;er to learn when 
they attend Ibis scbooj. Any fair-minded 
person would sug'gest a new building for 
thl? section. 
Up at the Varnum school tbe attendance 
was light, and Principal Weir 
attributed 


this Tailing off to the stormy weather. 
Only six rooms are open in this building 
and the attendance is in the vicinity of 
150 pupils. 
. The Coburn school produced something 
in the way of a novelty. Here several 
classes of Armenians were being taugbi 
and it was really surprising to note the 
eagerness, and the desire of these foreign- 
ers to learn the English language. 
The 


same may be said of the Oreoks, who were 
in classes at the Worthen siredt school. 


The drawing school at the old Mann 


school .building Is especially worthy of 
mention. 
The pupils in this building nre 


laught drawing in all its branches, prac- 
tical designing, moulding in clay and on 
paper. 
There are classes for beginners 


and advanced classes, and it is certainly 
worth tbe lime of any person to visit this 
building and see the work the pupils are 
persuing under the guidance of experienced 
teachers. There is also in this building a 
class in chemistry. 


The pupils in the high school were about 


to be dismissed when the committee ar- 
rived. Among the new classes formed here 
is the elocution class taugut by Mr. James 
Conehlin. 
All the classes contained many 


pupils and this was especially the case witb 
the penmanship classes, whece Messrs. 
Thomas M. Graves and John J. Hunt, 
teachers of penmanship, instruct 
their 


pupils in the art of writing. 


The committee will probably visit the 


remaining schools some 
evening next 


week. 


Mr. Smith certainly deserves consider- 


able credit for ihe work he is doing.in con- 
nection with the evening schools and bis 
efforts to widen the iicope of their useful- 
ness are certainly praiseworthy.

DISASTER 


Haifa Hundred Men Fall 


Into River. 


SPAN OF A BIG BRIDGE GAVE 


WAY. 


Niunter of Fatalities Estimated at 


Forty-five. 


LouiSVttlE, Dec. 16.—At a few minutes 


past 10 yesterday the false work and that 
part of the middle span of the Louisville 
and Jeffersonville bridge company gave 
way and,withall the workmen,was precip- 
itated 110 feet into the water below. There 
•was bat a moment's warning, and those 
who escaped goinp down with the mass of 
iron and timber started for the piers after 
the first trembling that indicated the giv- 
ing away of the false work. 


The accident "was a horrible one and in 


thelnatof a long list o£ castastroph.es 
that have -marked the construction of this 
bridge. The foreman, in beginning work, 
noticed that during the night the "trav- 
eler'.1 which hod been put in place had 
been worked loose by the winds.. An or- 
der to draw it back into place waa green, 
and the men and engines-started. 


The wind was high and the gentle Bway 


gradually forced the traveler off the piles 
on which it was resting. When the end 
slipped the whole -work trembler], and the 
men, realizing their danger, started for 
the piers. As luck would have it the 
central bent was the first to give -way, and 
the men. on -this bent went. dovra to be 
covered by the mass of iron and timber of 
the bents which fell almost immediately- 
after, cftrrying with them the other work- 
men who failed to reach the piers. 


Fifty Men Went Down. 


The north bent, or the one attached to 


the Indiana pier, did not fall for 15 min- 
utes after the other parts went down. A3 
near as can be ascertained there were 51 
men on the bridge when the alarm was 
given by the engineer in charge of tha 
wort.... Of this number several succeeded 
in reaching the- piera. OJ those that went 
down some were covered by a mass of. 
timbers, and it will be several days before 
ftheir bodies are recovered. 


The first crash when the center bent 


Kave way waa at 10:05 o'clock, and it was 
then that the great numbr^r of fatalities 
•ccurred. A few minutes later a bent on 
whict there was but little of the - bridge 
•roper gave way on the Indiana side. On 
this it is believed that but one unknown 
mian -was killed. He was caught by a rope 
•ad dragged beneath the water. 


When the huge mass of material struck 
•le water nil was concealed for an instant 
ky the spray that waa tbrav- n high in the 
•jr. 
As ths water subsided,, here and 


there could be seen men ai .-ug#ling des- 
perately to climb up on the timbers that 
thrust their ends above the -riiber.. A few 
•ucceeded in clinging to r-ue .place of 
•afety, and were quickly i-^'-.ied by boats 
lhat put out from tha 
:->! reB. Others 


fctruggled desptrately, aTiit >vere carried 
•fi by the current to sink almost as rescue 
was at hand. 


Sad Scenes. 


Xear the bridge the families of-many 


workmen live. Those were soon at the 
river bank. Many were wild with grief, 
•ud rushed frantically about wringing 
their hands and tearing their hair. -.The 
office of the bridge company on Campbell 
•treet wns besieged with anxious mothers 
»nd wives inquiring for their loved ones. 


Half an hour after the accident there 


were at least 2000.people on the river bank, 
and as the news spread they still poured 
in in a steady stream towards the place 
of the accident. To whose doors must be 
laid the responsibility (or the terrible dis- 
aster will probably never be known. It is 
one of those unforeseen accidents that 
occur 
in 
spite of all precautionary 


measures. The workmen whose labors 
are utilized in the work practically take 
their lives in their own h inds. 


General opinion ascribes the cause of, 
the disaster to the stiff wind that had 
been sweeping the river all day. It bore 
with great force on the ponderous frame- 
work which, necessarily became loosened 
from the constant strain and swaying of 
the heavy timbers. 


No Allowance For Wind. 


That the structure was otherwise than 


eafe never occurred to either the en- 
gineers in charge or the workmen/- Every 
precaution had been employed to insure 
the stability of tha framework, and the 
only thing lacking, as the accident proved, 
was the failure to take into consideration 
the action of the wind, the force ol which 
was persistent and powerful. 


To the great/ "traveler" alluded to is 


directly attributed the falling of the span. 
The constant wind bore it from its resting 
place on the last pier but one of tha 
Jeffersouville 
side. 
The displacement 


was discovered and the work of putting it 
back in place was begun, bnt it was too 
late. The center of the great span began 
to sink before the work was accomplished. 
The wind had done its work, and the 
heavy engines near the pier went crash- 
ing down to the water, carrying with 
them the mass of humanity mixed in. 
horrible confusion with the timbers and 
iron. 
The partial span, the last one, did not 


fall until 30 minutes after the first had 
gone down, but it was the direct result of 
the falling of the first. The great strain 
occasioned by the sundering and rending 
•J the bridge naturally committed itself to 
the unfinished span, andit took the plunge 
like the first into the water, but, being 
mostly framework, did not sink, but 
floated slowly down . the river. 
There 


were said to he four men on it when it 
fell, and one was undoubtedly killed. 
The small traveler on this span floated 
down several hundred yards and then 
grounded, the heavy timbers splintered 
like matches, showing the terrific force of 
the fall. 


Iron girders weighing many tons were 


twisted like one might twist a piece of 
wire into every conceivable shape, and 
i 


lay with the timbers and huge pieces of 
iron and lumber in an extrieable mass. 


The span would have been completed by ' 


yesterday afternoon, aud after the traveler 
had be»n fastened to the pier there would 
have been no danger of the wind or the 
current breaking it down. A pile driver 
was seut to the scene, and the work of 
clearing the wreckage aud searching for 
the dead under debris at once commenced. 


The third span of the bridge collapsed 


at B-.W laet'night. So far as known there 
was no one injured. This will be an addi-. 
tionnl loss of about $75,000 to the build- 
ers. This span had been completed, but 
the collapse of the fourth span is sup- 
posed .to have loosened and displaced it. 
Tie loss toy the . morning's accident -was 
•t least *100,000. It is believed that over 
*> men went into the river. How many of 
these were lost cannot in tbe present con- 


, fusion be de/imtx;ly-learned. It is fearei- 
the number will reach 40. The best thut 
any one dare hope is that it will not be 
over 23. 


WRECK AND FIRE.

PHOVHIEKCE, Dec. 16.—A head-on col- 


lision occurred on the New England road 
beneath At wells, avenue bridge, the trains 
being the Pascoag express on the Spring- 
field division and an extra coal train. The 
former had the right of way. 
Both were 


running at full'speed. Ths locomotive of 
the express is a total wreck and the three 
coaches are rendered almost useless. Tho 
locom'otive of the extra is also badly de- 
molished. • 
. The blame is attached to the dispatcher 
at the Olneyville -.station, -who. failed to, 
hold the express. The fireman, and en- 
gineer of the extra saved themselves by 
jumping. The rolling stock, too, 
took 


fire immediately after the collision, but 
was saved by the lire department. The 
injured were Guorge P. Wetherell, fire- 
man of the express, ribs- broken and fa- 
tally scalded; Senator W. O. Bead of 
Chepachet, severe bruises and badly 
shaken up; Charles O'Conuer, trainman, 
flesh wounds about the cbeeka and eyes; 
Simon Huben, legs badly bruised; Charles 
Rosenthal, bruises on the limbs and head;

'The Lowells were remarkable men says 
the H».ra-ld. Among them, Francis Cabot 
Lowell, after whom the city of Lowell 
was named, as Lawrence was named from 
the Lawrences, was a. man of great note. 
He was born in Newburyport in. 1775, 
and died in Boston In 1817 at tlie early age 
of 42 years. His health was delicate, and 
in 1810 he visited England, being at that 
time established in business in Boston. On 
his return home, shortly after the com- 
mencement of the war of 1812, be became 
strongly convinced of the practicability of 
introducing tlie manufacture of cotton 
goods into the United States, that he pro- 
posed to bis kinsman, Patrick T. Jackson, 
to make the experiment on an ample scale. 


Tbe result of project was the establish- 


ment of. cotton manufacture at Waltbam, 
and tbe formation of the city of Lowell, 
which was named after him. He visited 
Washington in 1816, and his personal in- 
fluence with Mr. Lowndes, Mr. Calhoun 
and other leading members of congress, it 
was said, contributed largely to the Intro- 
duction Into the tariff act of that year of 
the protective clause, which .gave such an 
Impetus to the cotton manufactures in tlie 
United States. 


Nathan Appleton, another of Boston's 


early and great merchants, was aa active 
prompter- of Mr. Lowell's great cotton 
manufacturing enterprise. 
Mr. Appleton 


was born in New Ipswich, N. H., in 1779, 
and was the seventh son of Issac Ap- 
pleton. 
Hia brother Samuel bad com- 


menced business in<Boston,in a small shop 
on old Cornbill—now a jlart of Washlns- 
ion street—and took him as an apprentice. 
In iSOO, when Nathan became of age, he 
was taken in ae a partner by his brother. 
He went to Europe on the business some 
time' after, and met Francis C. Lowell in 
Edinburgh, at the time when Lowell.was 
conceiving the 
Idea of establishing an ' 


American cotton industry, and readily en: 
Sered into his views, so that when the lat- 
ter, in connection with Patrick T; Jack1 
son, Paul Moody and others,- established 
tbe Waltham cotton factory,; Natban Ap- 
pleton was an active participant; in the 
enterprise.

Will It Co Through the Volume to the 


Cesitory's Close? 


Are Not the "Cranks" of TMs Country and the 


Terrorists of Europe tlie Natural Outgrowth, of 
Political Corruption and Economic Injustice. 


To those readers who look only on tho 


surface oi' current events, the recent un- 
nstuil and startling occurrences in various 
parts of tho world will-appear to be sim- 
ply shocking, imaccountable, deplorable. 
Their blame for individual perpetrators 
will bo unstinted, they will mete out 
imaginary punishments "to litthocrimo," 
and will presently forget thorn, without 
onco looking to see that there are depths 
still untathomed in these groat wozid 
stinung subjects. The majority of peo- 
ple will road of tho panic, the hard times, 
the condition of the tinemployecl, tlio 
poverty of tho mnssoa, tho starving inin- 
era of England, the tottering condition 
of tho monarchies of Europe, tho assas- 
sination of a peaceable may or in a f i oo re- 
public, tho killing of a Spanish oflicial, 
tho throwing o£ a dynamite "bomb into a 
fashionable theater, and see no signifi- 
cance, no relationship, in them. 


But to the thoughtful there is an omt- 


noua meaning in the trond and connec- 
tion of passing events. Looked at su- 
porficially, ono could only say that noth- 
ing could be more diabolical than the hurl- 
ing of a bomb into tho midst of men and 
women intent only on amusement; noth- 
ing more cowardly and reasonless than 
to shoot down a city's ruler in lus own 
doorway as ho hospitably comes forward 
to welcome his visitor; nothing more in- 
excusable than the bomb winch injured 
Campos. But thoso things reach deeper 
into the construction of society than at 
first appears, 


The law of cause and effect is as im- 


mutable in social as in material affairs, 
Ono may bo as sure that certain logical 
reasons rest beneath every event that 
shocks the world as that the action of 
vapors, air currents, heat and cold lay 
behind every storm that brews, Even a 
very brief examination may show that 
this is true. 


It was found after Guitenu's death 


thai prenatal conditions had made of 
him a natural orank, with a predisposi- 
tion to murder, Political hatred, the 
bitterness engendered by balked schemes 
of great men like Elaine antf others, 
fanned this latent tendency to a danger- 
ous heat. The circumstances were pro- 
pitious, and in a fatal moment the pres- 
ident fell a victim- 


All the facts in the case of Prendei-- 


gasfc are not yet known. What morbid 
tendencies may have been inborn; -what 
sickly habits of thought may have beon 
fostered by untoward conditions of life; 
what sense of wrongs, real or imaginary, 
may have been smoldering in this wretch- 
ed man's breast we can but conjecture. 
Ho is perhaps, after all, as much a victim 
as was Mayor Harrison. 
But wo know 


this—that a simmering broth of political 
corruption, concocted in various abused 
municipal departments ancl kept brew- 
ing by scheming and greedy politicians, 
is continually smoking within the city's 
administrative circles, from which a poi- 
sonous vapor everlastingly arises, taint- 
ing tho air that honest men breathe; that 
ahidoous spoils system disposes of and at 
the sauio time degrades every man with- 
in roach of its machinery, making of 
thoin not public serving officials, but 
groedy cormorants, ancl converting the 
unsuccessful into bitter, revengeful mal- 
contents. 


Tho press is not blameless. Vitupera- 


tion and abuse have long boen consid- 
ered legitimate campaign ammunition, 
but the opposition papers fairly outdid 
themselves last year. What could be 
better calculated to inspire and encour • 
ago a spirit of hatred and revenge than 
the rancorous rcvilings of the opposed 
journals before Mayor Harrison's elec- 
tion? What wonder that a weak minded 
man, cajoled into believing an important 
office would be his, with an old grudge 
already lurking in his heart, disappoint- 
ed at every turn, should at last come to 
beliovo that ho would bo justifiable in 
removing the causo of his wrongs, and 
that an intelligent jury would acquit 
him? 


These considerations are too apparent 


to be overlooked. The strange twistings 
and contortions by which a few would be 
leaders havo been trying to read, a for- 
eign significance into the event and in 
come way mix Governor Altgeld ancl two 
or three radical theories with the assassi- 
nation aro neither profound nor logical 
and will mislead but a few shallow peo- 
ple. 


And of the recent explosions in Spain! 


In the same column which shrieks with 
outraged virttio over the bomb throwing 
in a late paper (Chicago Herald) a de- 
tailed account of the privations of the 
peasantry finds place. In an adjoining 
column the pathetic condition of the 
starving minors who wero striking in 
England is described. So &ad a story of 
auftering workmgmen has not been told 
since feudal times in the dark agos. 


Many of theih' received but two meals 


a week, and every,other comfort had 
long boen dispensed with. A despairing 
apathy had settled over them, adding to 
tho suffering and distress. They were 
peaceable because too weak for rioting, 
and still standing out because concession 
would mean drudgery added to starva- 
tion. One community, obtaining a little 
tvork at the old rates, sent for all the 
children of another community wheie 
tho men wero still idle. They were 
gladly given up to share tho scanty fare 
of the more fortunate fellow beings, 
vrhilo the fathers and mothers patiently 
faced starvation alono. 


"The response of the authorities to this 


situation is to dispatch a special train 
from London this morning loaded not 
with bread, but with metropolitan po- 
lice." So said a cable letter of Nov. 10. 


Ouo must endeavor to realize some- 


what the condition of the common peo- 
plo in Spain before ho condemns too se- 
verely the acts committed there. Every 
one who rebels and resorts to violence 
la that country is not necessarily an 


"anarchist," To seek tO'befrter tho work- 
ing people's cpnclition is to be criminal 
there; to organize labor unions is to bo 
a tiaitor to tho government. Classes 
aro fixed, the only exception being whon 
ono of tho nobihly voluntarily steps 
from his rank and devotes himself to the 
causo of tho people. The tyranny of the 
ruling classes is a terrible weight, crush- 
ing the lifeblood from the veins of the 
peasantry. These suffer, drudge, obey 
and live in &uch poverty as we cannot 
realize. There is no redress for them, 
no laws, no part of the government that 
defends or protects them. 


Thero is a passage in Mark Twain's 


"Yankee In King Arthur's Court" con- 
cerning the French revolution, which, 
road in tlio gloom settling over our nine- 
teenth century civilization, rings out 
liko an alarm call at midnight: 


"Why, it ia Uko reading about Franco and tho 


French befovo that ever memorable and 
blessed revolution wbich swept a thousand 
yeiusof such villiany away in ono swift tidal 
wave of blond—a settlement of that hoary debt 
in tho proportion of half a drop of blood Cor 
each hoKSliosid of it that had baen pressed by 
slow tortures out of tho people in the weary 
tttetch of 10 centuries of wrong and shamo 
arid misery, tho like of which was not to be 
mated in hell. There were two "BeiRns of 
Terror"—tho ono wrought murder ia hot pas- 
sion, the other in heartless, cold blood; the 
ono lasted mere months, tho other had lasted 
a thousand years; the ono inflicted death upon 
ten thousand, the other upon a hundred mil- 
lions; but oui shudders are all for tho "hor- 
rors" of tho minor terror, whereas, what is 
the horror of swift death by the ax compared 
with lifelong deaeh from hunger, cold, insult, 
cruelty and heiutbrealt? A olty cemetery 
would contain tho oofflns filled by the brief 
tenor, but all France oould hardly contain 
tho coffins flllod by that older and real terror- 
thai unspeakably bitter and awful terror 
which none of us has boon taught to see In its 
vastnosi or pity as it deserves. 


It is the terrible story over again, with 


the close of the century approaching. 
The inventive genius of that day played 
its part in the tragedy. It is not strange 
that tho science o f the nineteenth century 
should be called into action. The guil- 
lotine did its dreadful work then. Will 
the wisdom of rulers and the wealthy 
avert the awful part which scientific dis- 
coveries might play in this age? If only 
we were so truly civilized that this might 
be the caso! But what age ever takes its 
lesson from the one just past?

Government Eijjlit Hour IJaw. 


The Washington branch of the Feder- 


ation of Labor has protested to the au- 
thorities against a violation of the eight 
hour law by a sewer contractor, The 
contractor claims that as he has suffered 
considerable loss from severe storms and 
tides on the Potomac his is a "case of 
extraordinary emergency" and should 
therefore be exempted from a strict en- 
forcement of the law. It is the same old 
story: When the plans of the captains of 
industry are interfered with by fire, flood 
or other calamity, the whole burden is 
shifted, if possible, to the shoulders of 
the wageworkers concerned. 


This case has again raised the question 


of amending tho eight hour law, which, 
it is claimed, is to a large extent in oper- 
ation. The whole trouble seems to be 
that contractors are enabled through 
provisions for "exceptions" to practical- 
ly set aside the law at the times when it 
was intended to be of some service and 
benefit to labor. 


Help 3Tor tho Unemployed. 


The east side relief work committee of 


New York has issued an appeal for aid 
in helping the unemployed below Four- 
teenth street. The committee says that 
many men in the lower part of the city 
have been without work for from four 
to eight months. The plan of the com- 
mittee is to supply extra street sweepers 
in the tenement house districts and to 
bxiy materials for the garment makers, 
who have not strength enough for street 
sweeping. The clothing manufactured 
is to be sent to Miss Clara Barton of tho 
Red Cross society for the cyclone suffer- 
ers in South Carolina. This plan offers 
an increase of opportunity to earn money 
without interfering with the earnings of 
those already employed. The relief work 
will be given only to those whose condi- 
tion is known and only by means of tick- 
ets, which cannot be obtained except 
fiorn certain sources. 


Industrial Democracy. 


In New Zealand one of the notable 


features of the socialistic regime has 
been the adoption of the grouping con- 
tract system, When a railroad is built, 
for example, the grading is given to a 
group of laborers large enough to do the 
work. This group appoints a committee 
to sign the contract with the government 
for thorn, ancl the men elect their own 
bosses and perform' the work on a basis 
of a pure democracy. Other portions of 
tho work are put out to other groups. 
Sometimes,a trade union in a body takos 
the contract, and even the physically 
weak members of the union receive the 
same wages as the strongest, while the 
superintendents or bosses receive no 
more than the weakest laborers.

To Nationalize tlio IVIines* 


James Kier Harclie, socialist member 


of the house of commons, addressed a 
meeting of socialists 'at Liverpool the 
other day. He announced that he would 
shortly introduce in parliament a bill

the nationalization of 


mi les. Fifty million pounds, he said, 
would represent the capitalized value of 
the coal pits in Great Britain. The state 
could raise a loan of this amount at 3-J 
per cent and take over the mines. 


The Rev. Mr, Parker in a sermon at 


the City temple, London, contended that 
the only wfiy out of the mining crisis 
was for the state- to own all mineral 
bearing lands. When'this was done", all

" " 


•Carnegie's Puny Effort at Defending the 


Dangerous Clan to Which Ho Belongs. 
Mr, Andrew Carnegie's defense of the 


millionaire falls ridiculously short of the 
only issue that has ever been made in 
this country on the question of, the ac- 
cumulation of wealth in the hands ofthe 
few. 


There has never been a serious doubt 


in an intelligent mind of the right of an 
American to accumulate wealth by legit- 
imate means. The question has turned 
upon the abuse" of the power which 
Wealth entails, and this point Mr. Car- 
negie ignores altogether. Some of his 
arguments made to show that the mil- 
lionaire is a benefit to the community 
are too childish to excite anything but a 
smile. 


In India, he says, where there are no 


millionaires, "the mass of the people are 
in the poorest possible condition* But 
England, which has great millionaires, 
produces a superior race of working peo- 
ple." 


It is amazing indeed to find such an 


argument as this seriously set forth at 
this time, and by a man who claims to 
be a democrat. 
Of all places in the 


world to which one would suppose that 
the social economist turns to perceive 
the iniquity of wealth and caste com- 
bined India is the most inviting. Its 
native princes present the most flagrant 
types of millionaires, whose wealth does 
much to make the mass of the people 
craven, supine and superstitious, and 
to perpetuate evils that it requires the 
whole force of the home government 
to counteract. 
And certainly no fair 


minded man for a moment doubts that 
if the titled and useless millionaires of 
Great Britain were eliminated from the 
social problem there the working classes 
Vrould be politically and economically 
better 
off. 


Mr. Carnegie says there are three ways 


in which the American millionaire can 
use his wealth—he can hoard it. he can 
bequeath it to his children, and he can 
turn it over to charity whan he dies. 


Thia summary is especially puerile and 


disingenuous. Mr. Carnegie must know 
that there is another way in which the 
millionaire may and very often does use 
his wealth, and that way is in the ac- 
cumulation of power which he puts to 
iniquitous uses in securing more wealth 
and in crushing thousands of humble 
competitors. He may and often does 
use it to form vast coalitions of capital, 
to effect selfish legislation, to-corrupt 
public opinion and to influence the press 
in covering up his own avarice and 
greed. 


Why should Mr, Carnegie avoid so 


gingerly all the evil possibilities of vast 
wealth concentrated in the hands of men 
who do not scruple to use it in defiance 
of the public good for their own further 
aggrandizement? 


What we needed from this millionaire 


democrat was not a eulogy of wealth, 
but a clear statement of its dangers 
when accumulated by unscrupulous pol- 
iticians, railroad wreckers, stock jobbers 
and manipulators of gigantic trusts.— 
New York World. 


TT111 They learn Ajjytfciine Us 


The following appeared in the New 


York World the other day: 


There never was a more certain sign, of the 
"hard times" than that given, on Friday and 
yesterday by the great crowd of visitors to tha 
free reading room of Cooper Institute. The 
"high water mark" was reached on Friday— 
the highest mark for one day since Cooper in- 
stitute was erected. There -were 3,700 persons 
in the room during the day and evening, and 
1,000 books and magazines were called for by 
the readers. The number of readers yesterday 
was not far behind. 
The striking feature of these visitors Is that 


nine-tenths of the men in the reading room 
were young men, mostly clerks and others who 
had lost work quite recently, owing to the cur- 
tailment of expenses in all sorts of business, 
"As things look nbw," Bald one of the insti- 
tute men, "the number of readers w^ll likely be 
larger than smaller next week." 


It would be interesting to know what 


kind of books were most in demand at 
the institute. A little corrept reading 
mixed with a contemplation of their con- 
dition might do the poor fellows some 
good—if not just at once, hereafter. It 
is likely, however, that the majority of 
the 8,700 cared more for the shelter and 
warmth of the institute than for |,the 
books and papers. 


In Chcnp Beds. 


The proprietor of one of New York's 


cheap lodging hoxises said the other day 
that the mimber of lodgers accommo- 
dated at 15 and 20 cents each in his 
house during the present hard times 
would average 650 a night, He had 
never known so many respectable men 
out of employment—men belonging to 
labor unions, who never knew what it 
was to be without work until this year.

Now 
they are chiefly "good men, who havo 
Worked at their trades, and many have 
been in business for themselves.

The agitation among labor unionists against 


members of the national guard threatens to 
seriously affect the recruiting of militiamen in 
this city. The rank and file In the local regi- 
ments for the most part belong to unions of 
some kind, and it is feared that the attitude of 
the unions will seriously affect the efficiency of 
the state service. Several officers of the Second 
bi igade when spoken to about the matter today 
admitted that there was a feeling in labor cir- 
cle? against members of unions joining the na- 
tional guard on the score that in the event of 
troops being called to subdue strikers the men 
in uniform might be battlmc against their own 
friends and trying to stamp out what they 
really believed to be riptht. 


Poor People's Sympathy.

work at the old rate of wages. In the 
almost penniless neighboring town of 
Pmxton a thousand men were idle, and 
400 families were starving. The miners' 
wives of Huoknall sent for the starving 
children of Pinxton. i,The parents of the 
hungry little ones gladly gave them up. 
They were takeh to homes almost as 
poor as their own, where they shared 
the scanty fare tilj the strike was over.

Bow Cigarettes Are made. 


The details of the manufacture of cig- 


arettes are in a greater or less degree a 
secret. Bach maker has his own pecul- 
iar combination of tobaccos. 
N"o brand 


as sold is of one kind only. In addition 
to the tobaccos used varkms essential 
oils are employed. These include rose, 
rose geranium, vaailte, bean, tonka bean 
and licorice root. These are added after 
the tobacco has been prepared 'and 
shredded. The particular drag chosen, 
in a liquid form, is then sprayed on the 
material with an atomizer, while the 
whole is stirred and mixed. The quan- 
tity of the drug is so many drops to a cig- 
arette. Some of these agents are opium, 
valerian and cauatis indioa. Bach manu- 
facturer creates in a way a special drug 
habit, as the jsmoker grows to care only 
for that brand. 


How to Test Baking Powder. 


As alum is usually the adulterant-used 


in place of cream of tartar,, the best way 
to detect its presence it by scattering a 
little of the powder in a glass of cold wa- 
ter. The alum will sink to the bottom 
of the glass as a heavy white sediment. 
The powder^ containing cream of tartar 
will produce mose foam and not have 
much sediment. 


How to Prepare and Cook IDggs. 


A few drops of vinegar in the water 


for poached eggs make them set proper- 
ly and keep the whites from spreading, 
A squeeze of lemon added while they 
are cooking improves scrambled eggs. 
Asparagus tops are nice in an omelet, 
Toasted bread, spread with pate de foie 
gras and covered with scrambled eggs, 
is a fine lunch dish. Cold fried eggs can 
be revamped by dipping them in fritter 
batter and frying. Fresh eggs taken 
from the shell and boiled in half a pint 
of sweet cream, seasoned with salt and 
pepper, are a delicious breakfast dish. 
They should only cook two minutes in 
the boiling cream. 


How to Mal£6 Ijabol Baste. 


A pound of flour (best) with 6 to 8 


ounces of brown sugar. Boiling water 
should be used,, as with ordinary paste. 
If the labels are light in color, use white 
sugar instead. Make it Sresh when re- 
quired, as it sours easily. This is best 
to paste labels on tin or glass. 


Hour to Make Cream Wafers. 


Warm, without melting, a quarter of 


a pound of butter; work into it 5 eggs, 
1 at a time, then add a quarter of a 
pound of silted flour-and atablespoonfnl 
of ground cinnamon, mixing all to a 
smooth paste. ' Into-a hot wafer iron put 
a spoonful of paste, which bake after 
closing the ieon. Trim off the edges be- 
fore opening the iron. Open, roll quickly 
in the form of a cone, and when cold fill 
with whipped cream sweetened and fla- 
vored. _ This same batter rolled after 
cooking, but without any filling, makes 
a delightful cake for an invalid.

Will It Go Through the Volume to the 


Century's Close? 


Are Not the "Cranks" of This Country and the 


Terrorists of Europe the Natural Outgrowth of 
Political Corruption and Economic Injustice. 


A PLUTOCRAT'S TVBAK PXiEA. 


To those readers who look only on tho 


surface of current events, therecent un- 
osunl and startling occurrences in various 
parts of tho world will-appear to be sim- 
ply shocking, unaccountable, deplorablo. 
Their blame for individual perpetrators 
will te unstinted, they will mete out 
imaginary punishments "to lit the crime," 
and will presently forget 'them, without 
onco looking to see that thero are depths 
still nnfathomed in these great world 
•stirring subjects. The majority of peo- 
ple Tvill read o£ the panic, the hard times, 
the condition of the unemployed, the 
poverty of the masses, the starring min- 
ers of England, the tottering condition 
of tho monarchies of Europe, tho assas- 
sination of a peaceable mayor in a free re- 
public, tho killing of a Spanish official, 
the throwing of a dynamite bomb into a 
fashionable theater, and see no signifi- 
cance, no relationship, in them. 


But to the thoughtful there ia an omi- 


nous meaning in the trend and connec- 
tion of passing events. Looked fit su- 
perficially, one could only say that noth- 
ing could be more diabolical than the hurl- 
ing of a, bomb into tho midst of men and 
women intent only on amusement; noth- 
ing more cowardly and reasonless than 
to shoot down a city's ruler in his own 
doorway as he hospitably conies forward 
to welcome his visitor; nothing more in- 
escusable than the bomb which injured 
Campos. But these things reach deeper 
into the construction of society than at 
first appears. 


The law of cause and effect ia aa im- 


mutable in social as in material affairs. 
One may be as sure that certain logical 
reasons rest beneath every event that 
shocks the world as that the action of 
vapors, air currents, heat and cold lay 
behind every storm that brews. Even a 
very brief examination may show that 
this is true. 


It was found after Gmteau's death 


that prenatal conditions had made of 
him a natural crank, with a predinposi- 
tion to murder. Political hatred, the 
bitterness engendered by balked schemes 
of great men like Elaine and others, 
fanned this latent tendency to a danger- 
ous heat. The circumstances were pro- 
pitious, and in a fatal moment the pres- 
ident fell a victim. 


All the facts in the case of Prsnder- 


gast nra not yet known. What morbid 
tendencies may have been inborn; what 
sickly habits of thought may have been 
fostered by untoward conditions of life; 
what sense of wrongs, real or imaginary, 
may have been smoldering in this wretch- 
ed man's breast we can but conjecture. 
He is perhaps, after all, as much a victim 
as was Mayor Harrison. But we know 
this—that a simmering broth of political 
corruption, concocted in various abused 
municipal departments and kept brew- 
ing by scheming and greedy politicians-, 
is continually smoking within the city's 
administrative circles, from which a poi- 
sonous vapor everlastingly arises, taint- 
ing tho air that honest men breathe; that 
a hideous spoils system disposes of and at 
the same time degrades every man with- 
in reach of its machinery, making of 
them not public serving officials, but 
greedy cormorants, and converting the 
unsuccessful into bitter, revengeful mal- 
contents. 


The press is not blameless. Vitupera- 


tion and abuse have long been consid- 
ered legitimate campaign ammunition, 
but the opposition papers fairly outdid 
themselves last year. What could be 
better calculated to inspire and encour- 
age a spirit of hatred and revenge than 
the rancorous revilings of the opposed 
journals before Mayor Harrison's elec- 
tion? What wonder that a weak minded 
man, cajoled into believing an important 
office would be his, with an old grudge 
already lurking in his heart, disappoint- 
ed at every turn, should at last come to 
believe that he would bo justifiable in 
removing the cause of his wrongs, and 
that an intelligent jury would acquit 
him? 


These considerations are too apparent 


to be overlooked. The strange twistings 
and contortions by which a few would be 
leaders "have been trying to read a for- 
eign significance into the event and in 
Rome way mis Governor Altgeld and two 
or three radical theories with the assassi- 
nation are neither profound nor logical 
and will mislead but a few shallow peo- 
ple. 


And of the recent explosions in Spainl 


In the same column which shrieks with 
outraged virtue over the bomb throwing 
in a lato paper (Chicago Herald) a de- 
tailed account of the privations of the 
peasantry finds place. In an adjoining 
column the pathetic condition. of the 
starving miners who were striking in 
England is described. . So sad a story of 
suffering workinguien has not been told 
since feudal times in the dark ages. 


Many of them received but two meals 


a week, and-.every.other comfort had 
long been dispensed with. A despairing 
apathy had settled o.ver them, adding to 
the suffering and distress. They were 
peaceable because too weak for riotin 
and still standing out because concession 
would mean drudgery added to starva- 
tion. Oae community, obtaining a little 
work at the old rates, sent for all the 
children of another community where 
the men were still idle. They were 
gladly given up to share the scanty fare 
of the more fortunate fellow beings, 
while the fathers and mothers patiently 
faced starvation alone. 


"The response of the authorities to this 


situation is to dispatch a special train 
from London this morning loaded not 
with bread, but with metropolitan po 
lice." So said a cable letter of Nov. 10. 


One must endeavor to realize some- 


what tha condition of the common peo- 
ple in Spain before he condemns too se- 
verely the acts committed there. Every 
one who rebels and resorts to violence 
la that country is not necessarily an 


"r.uarchist." To seek to-better tho work- 
ing people's condition ia to be criminal 
there; to organize labor unions is to bo 
a traitor to .the government. Classes 
arc fixed, the only exception being when 
one of tho nobility voluntarily steps 
from his rank and devotes himself to the 
cause of tho people. The tyranny of the 
ruling classes is a terrible weight, crush- 
ing tho lifeblood from the veins of the I 
peasantry. These suffer, drudge, obey ! 
find live in sticli poverty as wo cannot 
realize. There is no redress for them, 
no laws,, no part of the government that 
defends or protects them.

mated in hall. There were two "ReiRns of 
Terror"—tho one wrought murder in hot pas- 
sion, tho other in heartless, oold blood; the 
one lasted mere months, tbo other had lasted 
a thousand years; tho one Inflicted death upon 
ten thousand, tho other upon a hundred mil- 
lions; but our shudders aro all for the "hor- 
rors" of tho minor terror. Whereas, What is 
the horror of swift death by the ax compared 
•with 11 Eelonp; death from hunger, cold. Insult, 
cruelty ,-md hcartbreakf 
A city cemetery 


would contain the coffins filled by the brief 
terror, but all Fraiioe could hardly contain j 
tho coffins Oiled by that oldor and real terror— j 
that unspeakably bitter and awful terror i 
which none of U3 has been taught to soo in its 
vostnessor pity aa It deserves. 


It is the terrible story over again, with 


the close of the century approaching. 
The inventive genius of that day played 
its part in the tragedy. It is not strange 
that the science of the nineteenth century 
should be called into action. The guil- 
lotine did its dreadful work then. Will 
the wisdom of rulers and the wealthy 
avert the awful part which scientific dis- 
coveries might play in this age? If only 
we were BO truly civilized that this might 
be the easel But what age ever takes its 
lesson from the one just past?

Government Eight Hour Law. 


The Washington branch of the Feder- 


ation of Labor has protested to tbe au- 
thorities against a violation of the eight 
hour law by a sewer contractor. The 
contractor claims that as he has suffered 
considerable loss from severe storms and 
tides on the Potomac his is a "case of 
extraordinary emergency" and nhonld 
therefore be exempted from a strict en- 
forcement o£ trie law, It is the same old 
story: When the plans of the captains of 
industry are interfered with by fire, flood 
or other calamity, the whole burden is 
shifted, i£ possible, to the shoulders of 
the wageworkers concerned. 


This case has again raised the question 


of amending the eight hour law, which, 
it is claimed, is to a large extent in oper- 
ation. Tho whole trouble seems to be 
that contractors are enabled through 
provisions for "exceptions" to practical- 
ly set aside the law at the times when it 
was intended to be of some service and 
benefit to labor. 


Help For tbo Unemployed. 


The east side relief work committee of 


New York has issued an appeal for aid 
in helping tho unemployed below Four- 
teenth street. The committee says that 
many men in the lower part of the city 
have been without work for from four 
to eight months. The plan of the com- 
mittee is to supply extra street sweepers 
in tho tenement house districts and to 
buy materials for the garment makers, 
who have not strength enough for street 
sweeping. The clothing manufactured 
is to be sent to Miss Clara Barton of the 
Red Cross society for the cyclone suffer- 
ers in South Carolina. This plan offers 
an increase of opportunity to earn money 
without interfering with the earnings of 
those already employed. The relief work 
will be given only to those whose condi- 
tion is known and only by means of tick- 
ets, which cannot be obtained except 
from certain sources. 


Industrial Democracy. 


In. New Zealand one of tho notable 


features of tho socialistic regime has 
been the adoption of the grouping con- 
tract system, When a railroad is built, 
for example, tho grading is given to a 
group of laborers large enough to do the 
work. This group appoints a committee 
to sign the contract with the government 
for them, and the men elect their own 
bosses and "perform; the work on a basis 
of a pure dernocracy. ' Other portions of 
the work are put out to other groups. 
Sometimes,a trade union in a body takes 
the contract, and even the physically 
weak members of the union receive the 
same wages as the strongest, while the 
superintendents or bosses receive no 
more than the. weakest laborers. 


"Carnegie's Puny' Effort at Defending the 


Dangerous Claa to "Which He Belongs* 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie's defense of the 


millionaire falls ridiculously short of the 
only issue that has ever been made in 
this country on the question of. the ac- 
cumulation of wealth in tha hands of the 
few. 


There has never been a serious doubt 


in an intelligent mind of the right of an 
American to accumulate wealth by legit- 
imate means. The question has turned 
upon the abuse" of the power which 
wealth entails, and this point Mr. Car- 
negie ignores altogether. Some of his 
arguments made to show that the mil- 
lionaire is a benefit to the community 
are too childish to excite anything but a 
smile. 
. 
, 


In India, he says, where there are no 


millionaires, "tfie mass of the people are 
in the poorest possible condition, But 
England, which has great millionaires, 
produces a superior race of working peo- 
•ple." 


It is amazing indeed to find such an 


argument as thiS'Seriously set forth at 
this time, and by a man who claims to 
be a democrat. 
Of all places in the 


world to which one would suppose that 
the social economist turns to perceive 
the iniquity of wealth and caste com- 
bined India is the most inviting. Its 
native princes present the most flagrant 
types of millionaires, whose wealth does 
much to make the mass of the people 
craven, supine and superstitious, and 
to perpetuate evils that it requires the 
whole force of the home government 
to counteract. 
And certainly no fair 


minded ma,n for a moment doubts that 
if the titled and useless millionaires of 
Great Britain were eliminated from the 
social problem there the working classes 
would bs politically and economically 
better off. 


Mr. Carnegie says there are three ways 


in which the American millionaire can 
use his wealth—he can hoard it, he can 
bequeath it to his children, and he can 
turn it over to charity when, he dies. 


This summary is especially puerile and 


disingenuous. Mr. Carnegie must know 
that there is another way in which the 
millionaire may and very often does use 
his wealth, and that way is in the ac- 
cumulation of power which he puts to 
iniquitous uses in securing more wealth, 
and in crushing thousands of humble 
competitors. He may and . often does 
•use it to form vast coalitions of capital, 
to effect selfish legislation^ to - corrupt 
public opinion and to influence the press 
in covering up his own. avarice and 
greed. 


Why should Mr. Carnegie avoid so 


gingerly all the evil possibilities of vast 
wealth concentrated in the bands of men 
who do not scruple to use it in denauca 
of the public good for their own further 
aggrandizement? 


What we needed from this millionaire 


democrat was not a eulogy of wealth, 
but a clear statement of its dangers 
when accumulated by unscrupulous pol- 
iticians, railroad wreckers;, stock jobbers 
and manipulators of gigantic trusts,— 
New York World.

There nqver was a more certain sign of the 


"hard tlmos" thun thot given on Friday and 
yesterday by the great crowd of visitors to the 
free reading room of Cooper institute. The 
"high water mark" vraB reached on Friday— 
the highest mark' for one day since Cooper in- 
stitute waa erected, Thero wore 3,700 persons 
in the room during the day and evening, and 
1,000 books and magazines were called lor by 
the readers; The number of readers yesterday 
was not farheuind. 


The striking feature of these visitors is that 


nine-tenths of the men la the reading room 
were young men, mostly clerks and others who 
had lost work quite recently, owing to the cur- 
tailment of expenses in all sorts of business. 


"As things look now," Baid one of the insti- 


tute men, "the number of readers wiU likely he 
larger than smaller next weak." 


It would be interesting to know what 


kind of books wore most in demand at 
the institute. A little correct reading 
mised with a contemplation of their con- 
dition might do the poor fellows some 
good—if not just at once, hereafter. It 
is likely, however, that the majority of 
the 3,700 cared more for the shelter and 
warmth of the institute than for j,the 
books and papers. 


In Oil cap Seds. 


The proprietor of one of New York's 


cheap lodging houses said the other day 
that the number of lodgers accommo- 
dated at 15 and 20 cents each in h:s 
house during the present hard times 
would average 650 a night. He had 
never known so' many respectable men 
out of employment—men belonging to 
labor unions, who never knew what it 
waa to be without work until this year. 
Formerly tha majority of lodgers were 
the ordinary class of tramps and idle 
men who float from city to city. Now 
they are chiefly "good "men, who. havo 
worked at; their trades, ;and many have 
been in business for themselves. 


To Nationalize tlio Mines. 


James Kier Hardie, socialist member 


of .the house-.'of commons, addressed a 
meeting of 'socialists 'at Liverpool' the 
other clay. He announced that he would 
shortly introduce in parliament a bill 
j.roviding for the nationalization of 
miles.

The rank and flle in the local regi- 
ments for the most part belong to unions of 
some kind, and it is feared that the attitude of 
the unions will seriously affect the efficiency of 
tlie state service. SeveralofHners of the Second 
brigade when epoken to about the matter today 
admitted that there was a. feeling in labor cir- 
cles against members pf.unions joining the na- 
tional guard on the score that in the event of 
troops being called to snbdiie strikers the_men 
In-uniform might be'battlfne against their own 
friends and trying to stamp out what they 
really believed to be right.

The powder containing cream of tartar 
will produce more foam and not have 
much sediment. 


How to Prepare and Coo 


A few drops of vinegar in the water 


for poached eggs make them set proper- 
ly and keep the whites from spreading. 
A squeeze of lemon added while they 
are cooking improves scrambled eggs. 
Asparagus tops are nice in an omelet. 
Toasted bread, spread with pate de foie 
gras and covered with scrambled eggs, 
is a fine lunoh dish. Cold fried eggs can 
be revamped by dipping them in fritter 
batter and .frying. Fresh eggs taken 
from the shell and boiled in half a pint 
of sweet cream,, seasoned with salt and 
pepper, are a delicious breakfast dish.

Carlisle Displeased AVitU Voorhoos' New

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Secretary Car- 


lisle was asked what he thought of Sena- 
tor Voorhees' financial scheme, which re- 
quires the secretary to coin $3,000,000 a 
month of the seigniorage until exhausted, 
and thereafter to purchase $2,000,000 oj 
bullion monthly. 


The secretary said he knew nothing

The 
Hawaiian

"WASHINGTON, Deu. 16.—-The publication 


here of Minister Stevens' letter to Secre- 
tary Elaine of March 8, in which, he asks 
explicit instructions from the secretary 
relative to the use of the naval force in 
the event of a revolution, which he re- 
gards as imminent and likely to occur at 
any time, has greatly changed the aspect 
of affairs, and renders the position of the 
president entirely 
satisfactory to his 


friends in both houses. Elaine's letter in 
reply cannot be found, but that he did 
reply there is no doubt, at least that is the 
belief of those in the state department 
who were then and are now in position to 
know. 


Biaine never disgxiised his desire to 


secure at the earliest moment the acquisi- 
tion of these islands. Stevens was sent 
there for that purpose. There are other 
letters of Minister Stevens's bearing on 
this question, which clearly show that he 
was conniving at and was fully aware of 
all tha movements of the revolutionists a 
month before Jan. 14. All these matters 
will be set forth in the president's special 
message. 


Timely ianclins: of Marines. 


Among many other interesting papers 


relating to the Hawaiian affair 
which 


have not been included in the published 
volumes of state 
department 
corre- 


spondence, annually issued, is Minister 
George W. Merrill's account of the "Wil- 
cox revolution of 18S9, which sheds a light 
upon the Stevens dispatch of March 8, 
1893, asking instructions in the event of 
a similar occurrence, to which dispatch, 
it is stated, no record can be found in the 
state department of any reply having been 
made by Secretary Biaine 
Mr. Merrill 


writes under date of Honolulu, Aug. 1, 
1889: 


"About 6 a. m., July 30, 1889, a message 


from the king informed me that an armed 
party, led by Mr. Wilcox, was in posses- 
sion of the palace grounds, and soon 
thereafter it was learned that the in- 
surgents were in charge of the building 
containing the government offices. 
As 


soon as possible I had communication 
with Commander 
"Woodward 
of 
< the 


United States steamer Adams, and at 
once all necessary preparations were made 
to land a force necessary for the protec- 
tion of the people and property inter- 
ested." 


Mr. Merrill relates in detail how the 


British, Portuguese and French commis- 
sioners came to the United States legation 
and informed him that they had deter- 
mined "to occupy the tops of the buildings 
with sharpshooters for the purpose of pre- 
venting the use of the cannon which were 
known to be in the possession of the insur- 
gents inside the walls enclosing the palace 
grounds." 


"At this Juncture," continued Mr. Mer- 


rill, "as the report of small arms and 
cannon came from the palace grounds 
and immediate vicinity quite rapidly, I at 
once reguested Captain Woodward of the 
United States steamer Adams, the same 
vessel now at Honolulu, to send to the le- 
gation a body of marines, which request 
he promptly complied with." Mr. Mer- 
rill adds that, after the affair was over, 
the members of the cabinet and many 
prominent residents expressed much com- 
mendation of the prompt landing of the 
men." 
Stevens Speaks. 


BOSTON, Dec. 16 —Ex-Minister to 
Ha- 


waii John TJ. Stevens makes the following 
self-explanatory statement: "Regarding 
the dispatch to Secretary Elaine, signed 
by me, it is proper to say that no answer 
was ever received by me, and probably 
none was ever written. Doubtless Mr. ! 
Biaine thought that the standing instruc- 
tions and usages of the legation, of which 
I then had charge, especially Secretary 
Bayard's dispatch to Minister Merrill of 
July 12, 188T, were sufficient for my guid- 
ance, thus throwing on the American rep- 
resentatives at Honolulu the responsibil- 
ity of dealing with facts and emergencies 
as to which they could judge more ac- 
curately than the Washington officials. 
All official dispatches received by me dur- 
ing my residence in Honolulu were duly 
n\\nibered and on. file in tlie legation at 
Honolulu." 


AT LEAST FIVE KILLED. 


Passenger Train Goes Through a Trestle 


Weakened T>y Floods. 


DUNKIRK, N. Y., Dec. 16.— About 7 


o'clock last night a wreck occurred on the 
New York and Pennsylvania about six 
miles north of here, resulting in the loss 
of a number of lives and the injury of 
others. A westbound passenger train ran 
over a trestle near Sheridan crossing, 
which had been weakened by floods, inci- 
dent to the heavy rains. 


The trestle bore up when the engine 


passed over, but succumbed directly after, 
precipitating the tender, a baggage car 
and smoker into the creek. The other 
cars crowded them down and helped to 
crush them »nd their occupants. 


The bodies of five passengers have been 


taken out of the wreck. The accident 
occurred at Herricks creek, an almost uu- 
inhabited region, very difficult to get tid- 
ings from. 


Arraigned For Murder, 


DUBLIN, Dec. 16.—Merus and Nolan, the 


two men arrested on the charge of having 
murdered Patrick Reid for the purpose, it 
is believed, of preventing him giving in- 
formation regarding the dynamite con- 
spiracy said to exist in this city, were ar- 
raigned in court and formally charged 
with the crime.

Wife Murderer Wanted to Die. 


WOKCESTER, Mass., Dec. 16.—Michael 


Carey, the Bouthbridge wife murderer, 
confined in the jail here awaiting trial, 
attempted to take bis own. life by remov- 
ng half of one of the lenses from his spec- 
tacles and with the sharp end cutting an 
artery in his left arm. The cut was dis- 
covered in time and his life saved. 


CHRISTMAS DKCOKATIONS. 


Cow to Arrange Flowers and Green* on 


the Dinner Table. 


Much careful thought and attention 


should be given to the home table on Christ- 
mas day, as a happy arrangement of greens 
or plateau of flowers will be found to give 
the needful touch that mates the Christ- 
mas dinner the bright and cheery meal it 
should be. When greens also are desired 
for decoration, a large branch of mistletoe is 
effectively placed over its chandelier, and 
a basket of holly, with its berries, in the 
center of the table. English mistletoe is 
preferable to the American, both on ac- 
count of its richer coloring and the larger 
size of the berries. 


Place several sprays of either holly oi 


mistletoe about the table, tying the larger 
ones with scarlet ribbon. If other greeua 
are used, try to carry out the same sugges- 
tion, addiiig to them above the chandeliei 
branches of the brilliant hued sumac, plac- 
ing a mass of bittersweet in the center oi 
the table and sprays carelessly here and 
there on the cloth, The result will prove 
to you that even without the holly and the 
mistletoe your table maybe daintily and 
effectively decorated. 
Sometimes ferns 


alone arc used; sometimes ferns with lilies 
of the valley. 


When both greens and flowers are desired 


the former is more effective on or above the 
chandelier, the flowers placed in the center 
of the table. A 'pretty addition would be 
the placing of a small spray of holly, with 
its berries, tied with a tiny scarlet ribbon, 
at each person's place. One could add little 
appropriate Christmas mottoes to these it 
desired. 


The flowers used may be either orchids, 


roses, Roman hyacinths, violets or lilies oi 
the vnlley. Tiny bunches of violets or a 
few detached roses, if such are used as a 
centerpiece, may be carelessly thrown here 
and there about tho table, having an eye 
always to effect. When very elaborate dec- 
oration is attempted, fine, feathery bits ol 
foliage placed afc intervals about the table 
are seemingly caught together with a few 
roses, violets or lilies of the valley in small 
bunches. The napery, glass and china will 
of necessity be cm Christmas day o£ the 
finest the house can boast. In completing 
the table decorations do not forget to plact 
a sprig of holly in the Christmas pudding. 
—Ladies' Home Journal.

chum pi 011 swordsman of America in the 
saber clu.s.4, Dr. Grame Hammond, cham- 
pion of the duel list class; Dr. Jacobs of 
the New York Athletic club, and Dr. 
Po.itcl, tLe newly appointed instructor of 
fencing at 3"iile, were taken individually 
and put through a mirnbtr of movements 
which called into play a.11 the alertness; 
claimed zor experienced renews. 


The object of tlie experiments was, ns 


Dr. Scripture expros^ed it, to nsccrtnin 
the relative swiftness of acUon Ijy jnvords- 
mr-n in response to a given signal. IMind, 
muscle and nerves -.vere iilikc tested in 
the experiments which tollowed. In nil 
of them the eye was used as the agency by 
means of which the&iKTi:i!s were perceived. 


Tho Tests. 


The first series of experiments were for 


the purpose of discovering iio\v many uc- 
curfttc hingts could be made by ji fencer 
with a foil at a given disk. Dr. Hammond 
bore off the palm for accuracy of action. 
Nine of his 10 lunges were perfect, and the 
best his nearest competitor could do wns 
to score eight out of a possible 10. 


The second series of experiments were 


made with foils to complete an. electrical 
circuit, and thus the exact time of the 
movement from o^ie plr.ce to another 
could thereby be noted. In this scries thfc 
time was taken to the l-100th part of a. 
eecond. 


The third series was to effect an accu- 


rate record of the quickness of the action 
of the mind in following a given signal. 
In response to the siKDiil the foil was 
moved to the right, left and up and down 
as quickly as the mind could react, and 
the exact time required was noted. 


In only the first series was the result 


announced. Dr. Scripture is footing up 
his records and vrill announce his result 
later. 
He said that the 
experiments 


would assuredly decide some of the vex- 
ing and mooted questions of liis science 
•when accurately compiled.

ARSKNIG CAPSULES. 


Export Chemists civs Testimony In the 


Meyer Trial. 


NEW YOHK, Dec. 1C.—George Hamsey, a 


drucgist, was called to the witness stand 
yesterday as an expert to testify about the 
capsules which had been identified as the 
size used by Dr. Meyer in administering 
puro arsenic to Brandt. Ho set up a pre- 
scription department on a table in front 
of the jury box', and carefully filled a 
capsule with the arsenic. Then he placed 
the capsule in his scales, and after a while 
said: "The capsule weighs I 1-2 grains. 
I have put 20 grains o£ arsenic in it."

grains of araenic developed into six doses 
would prove surely fatal."

WASHINGTON-, Dec. 16.—Secretary Car- 


lisle was asked what he thought of Sena- 
tor. Voorhees' financial scheme, which re- 
quires the secretary to coin $2,000,000 a 
month of the seigniorage until exhausted, 
and thereafter to purchase $2,000,000 of 
bullion monthly. 


The secretary said he knew nothing 


about it and never heard of it until he 
read it in the papers. He said that he was 
decidedly opposed to it, and that it was 
nothing more or less than the restoration 
of the old Bland act. In fact he did not 
•want any legislation, of that kind. 


He would not object to a measure giv- 


ing him authority to coin the seigniorage 
it he required it, but to compel him to 
coin $2,000,000 per month until the seign- 
iorage was used up, and then to pur 
chase and coin thereafter $2,000,000 bullion 
monthly he regards as absurd.

national revenue branch. Ha aays that 
the Democratic members of the ways and 
means committee have promised to give 


; him the information required today. If 


he gets it he will have his report ready to 
submit to congress on Monday.

I The revenue required will be derived from 


other sources. If the committee shall 
agree to an individual income tax, it is 
safe to say that it would stand very little 
chance of passing the house.

strike has spread to Bethel, another town

Claims That Stevens Con- 


nived at Revolution; 


IJIPORTANT EVKNT 
OCCURRED 


IN JULY, 1889. ' 


The 
Hawaiian 
Question 
Is Still 


Unsettled. 


WASHINGTON, Deu. 16.—The publication 


here of Minister Stevens' letter to Secre- 
tary BJaine of March 8, in which' he asks 
explicit instructions from the secretary 
relative to the use of tlie naval force in 
the event of a revolution, which he re- 
gards as imminent and likely to occur at 
any time, has preatly changed the aspect 
of affairs, and renders the position of the 
president 
entirely 
satisfactory to his 


friends in both houses. Blalne's letter in 
reply cannot be found, but that he did 
reply there is no doubt, at least that is the 
belief of those in the state department 
who were then and are now in position to 
know. 


Elaine never disguised his desire to 


secure at the earliest moment the acquisi- 
tion of these islands. Stevena wus sent 
therefor that purpose. There are other 
letters of Minister Stevens's bearing on 
this question, which clearly show that he 
•was conniving at and was fully aware of 
all tha movements of the revolutionists a 
month before Jan. 14. All these matters 
will be set forth in the president's special 
message. 


Timely Landing of nlnrlncs. 


Among many other interesting papers 


relating to the Hawaiian affair which 
have not bean included in the published 
volumes 
of state 
department • corre- 


spondence, annually issued, is Minister 
George Vf. Merrill's account of the Wit- 
cox revolution of 18S9, which sheds a light 
upon the Stevens dispatch of March S, 
1892, asking Instructions in the event of 
a similar occurrence, to which dispatch, 
it is stated, no record can be found in the 
state department of any reply having been 
made by Secretary Blaine. Mr. Merrill 
writes under date of Honolulu, Aug. 1, 
1689: 


"About 6 a. m., July 30, 1889, a message 


from the king informed me that an armed 
party, led by Mr. "Wilcox, -was in posses- 
sion of the palaca grounds, and soon 
thereafter it was learned that. the in- 
surgents were in charge of the building 
containing the government offices. 
As 


soon as possible I had communication 
with Commander 
"Woodward of -the 


United States steamer Adams, and at 
once all necessary preparations were mads 
to land a force necessary for the protec- 
tion of the people and property inter- 
ested." 


Mr. Merrill relates in detail how the 


British, Portuguese and French commis- 
sioners came to the United States legation 
and informed him that they had deter- 
mined "to occupy the tops of the buildings 
with sharpshooters for the purpose of pre- 
venting the use of the cannon which were 
known to be in the possession of the insur- 
gents inside the walls enclosing the palace 
grounds." 


"At this juncture," continued Mr. Mer- 


rill, "as the report of small arms and 
cannon came from the palace grounds 
and immediate vicinity quite rapidly, I at 
once requested Captain Woodward of the 
United States steamer Adams, the same 
vessel now at Honolulu, to send to the le- 
gation a body of marines, which request 
he promptly complied with." Mr. Mer- 
rill adds that, after the affair was over, 
the members of the cabinet and many 
prominent residents expressed much com- 
mendation of the prompt landing of the 
men." 


Stevens Speaks. 


BOSTON, Dec. 16.—Ex-Minister to Ha- 


waii John L. Stevens makes the following 
eelf-explanatory statement: "Regarding 
the dispatch to Secretary Blaiue, signed ; 
by me, it is proper to say that no answer i 
was ever received by me, and probably 
none was ever written. Doubtless Mr, 
Blaine thought that the standing instruc- 
tions and usages of the legation, of which ' 
I then had charge, especially Secretary 
Bayard's dispatch to Minister Merrill of 
j 


July 12, 1887, were sufficient for my guid- 
ance, thus throwing on the American rep- 
resentatives at Honolulu the responsibil- 
ity of dealing with facts and emergencies 
as to which they could judge more ac- 
curately than the Washington officials. 
All official dispatches received by me dur- 
ing my residence in Honoluhi were duly 
numbered and on file in the legation afc 
Honolulu." 


AT LKAST FIVE KILLED. 


Passenger Train Goes Through a Trestle 


AVeakeoed by Floods. 


DnUKiRE, N. Y., Dec. 16.— About 7 


o'clock lost night a wreck occurred on the 
New York and Pennsylvania about six 
miles north of hera, resulting in the loss 
of n number of lives and the injury of 
others. A westbound passenger train ran 
over a trestle near Sheridan crossing, 
which had been weakened by floods, inci- 
dent to the heavy rains. 


The trestle bore up when the engine 


passed over, but succumbed directly after, 
precipitating the tender, a baggage car 
and smoker into the creek. The other 
cars crowded them down and helped to 
crush them a-nd their occupants. 


The bodies of five passengers have been 


taken out of the wreck. The accident 
occurred at Herricks creek, an almost un- 
inhabited region, very difficult to get tid- 
ings from. 


Arraigned For Murder,

murdered Patrick Reid for the purpose, it 
is believed, of preventing him giving in- 
formation regarding the dynamite con- 
spiracy said to exist in this city, were ar- 
raigned in court and formally charged 
with the crime.

The cut was dis- 
covered in time and his life saved.

CHRISTMAS DECORATIONS. 


tow to Arrange Flowers and Greens on 


Uae Dinner Table. 


Much careful thought aud attention 


should be given to the home table on Christ- 
mas day, as a happy arrangement of greens 
or plateau of flowers will be found to give 
the needful toach. that makes the Christ- 
mas dinner the bright and cheery meal it 
should he, When greens also are desired 
for decoration, a large branch of mistletoe is 
effectively placed over Its chandelier, and 
a basket of holly, with its berries, in the 
center of the table. English mistletoe ia 
preferable to the American, both on ac- 
count of its richer coloring and the larger 
size of the berries. 


Place several sprays of either holly or 


mistletoe about the table, tying the larger 
ones with scarlet ribbon. If other greens 
are used, try to carry out the same sugges- 
tion, adding to them above the chandelier 
branches of the brilliant hued sumac, plac- 
ing a mass of bittersweet In the center of 
tho table and sprays carelessly here and 
there oh the cloth. The result will prova 
to you that even without the holly and the 
mistletoe your table may be daintily and 
effectively decorated. 
Sometimes ferns 


alone arc used; sometimes ferns with lilies 
of the valley. 


When both greens and flowers are desired 


the former, is more effective on or above the 
chandelier, the flowers placed in the center 
of the table. A 'pretty addition would be 
the placing of & small spray of holly, with 
its berries, tied with a tiny scarlet ribbon, 
at each person's place. One could add little 
appropriate Christmas mottoes to these U 
desired. 


The flowers used may bo either orchids, 


roses, .Roman hyacinths, violets or lilies oi 
the vnlley. Tiny bunches of violets or a 
few detached roses, if such are used as a 


. centerpiece, may be carelessly thrown here 
and there about the table, having an eye 
always to effect. "When very elaborate dec- 
oration is attempted, fine, feathery bits oi 
foliage placed at intervals about the table 
are seemingly caught together with a few 
roses, violets or lilies of tha valley in small 
bunches. The napery, glass and china will 
of necessity be oh Christmas day of thf 
finest the house can boast. In completing 
the table decorations da not forget to place 
a sprig of holly in tha Christmas pudding. 
—Ladies' Home Journal.

telegraphs, telephones, collective owner- 
ship by the people of all means of produc- 
tive and distribution, together with the 
piincipal o£ the referendum in all legisla- 
tion. 


This platform is wide in its scope and 


if only one-tenth of the proposed retortus 
could 
be accomplished, 
the 
present 


condition of labor would be actually revo- 
lutionized. 


The proposition fot the nationalization 


of telegraphs, telephones, railways and 
mines is a socialistic feature that may 
never 
be 
realized, 
hut 
there 
are 


many 
reforms 
advocated 
in 


the platform which are quite practical and 
almost certain of accomplishment in the 
near future. If the Knights of Labor stand 
sirle by side with the Anieticaii -Federation 
of Labor in advancing these great reforms 
by proper methods tlie condition of labor 
wiil soon be vastly benefited through their 
combined efforts. 


It is best for such organizations to leave 


tho tariff anil other party issues to tlie po- 
litical bodies engaged upon them. 
Tlie la- 


boring masses should endeavor, however, 
ns they generally do to support political 
candidates who favor their interests. 


The present situation is dark indeed 


from the fact that labor reforms are over- 
looked in the scramble for existence, but if 
the great labor organisations of the country 
be true to themselves,

INCREASING SALAUIKS. 


The city council committee on salaries 


has recommended an ineiease ior various 
officials for the coining year amounting in 
all to about §12,000 per annum. 
In some 


of the cases mtntiouecl the increase is 
eminently proper, but in others the pres- 
ent salary seems quite sufficient. 
If those 


recommendations be adopted there will 
immediately bo demands Irom other officials 
for an increase to their stipends and the in- 
crease would piobably bo carried all along 
the line. 


The city clerk 
i« a most responsible 


official, and one who has a great variety of 
laborious work to perform. The recom- 
mended increase to his salary is not too 
high. lie deserves it all and more. Then 
the milk inspector holds an important office 
and fills it with the highest 
efficiency. 


There is no telling to what extent his 
efforts to purify our milk and water supply 
have prevented sickness and death. Ho 
has given his office an importance it never 
attained befoie, am) he should be well paid 
for bis service. 
It is well to have in that 


position a man who cannot be bribed to 
allow the people to be poisoned. Such an 
official 
is 
worth 
more 
than 
the 


city 
can 
pay 
him. 
This 
is 


a matter which concerns the most vital in- 
terests of the community, their very life 
and well being and should not be allowed 
to drop into tlie mire of partisan politics. 
If in the wisdom and judgment of the city 
council it is found that any other official 
in the employ of the city is equally deserv- 


ing of an inerease'let his case be fairly con 
sidered but it does not seem warranted a 
the present time to add to the remunera- 
tion of all the servants of the city while 
thousands are on the point of destitution, 


OCHE OIXV TO BE KE-WAIiDBX>. 


The board o£ registrars "will have : 


heavy task on hand next year in dividing 
the city into blocks and squares in accord 
ance with the following law passed in the 
ycar.lSSa: 


The registrars of voters in" every nity, 


immediately after the annual city election 
in tlie year eighteen hundred aud ninety 
four, and in every tenth year 
thereafter, 


shall, for the purpose of furnishing to the 
city council and the board of aldermen th 
information necessary for the making of : 
now division of tho city into wards and 
voting precincts, prepare, an'l, before the 
tenth day of February next ensuing, deliV' 
cr to the city clerk of such city a list of al 
the male voters therein who were reglstorec 
for such city election, which list shall be 
so made and arranged as to show the num 
bor of such registered voters who reside ir 
each lot or block surrounded hy streets in 
the limits of surh city and any other sub 
division of the city which the city counci 
or board of aldermen may, before the h'rs 
day of February, designate. The registrars 
shivll likewise in any other year upon re- 
quest of the board of aldermen of a city 
furnish for such purpose a list of tho male 
voters ot any ward in such city, made anc 
arranged as aioiesald. 


When this work shall have been finishec 


by Cho'board of registrars, the next thing 
to be done will be to divide the city into 
new precincts and perhaps new "wards 
The present ward lines will then be ab- 
olished and the probality is, that the new 
wards will be more evenly balanced as be- 
tween the two political parties. 
If the 


republicans control the reelistricting of tho 
cily they will 
endeavor to arrange it 


tor their own advantage. 


KINDE RGART.KNS. 


Tbe proposed exhibition of kindergarten 


work to be given at an early day in tbe 
High school ball is of great interest to the 
people of this community from the fact 
that this form of infant instruction is be- 
coming popular ami is destined to become 
more general even in this city. The ingen- 
ious methods devised by educators for 
teaching children between the ages of three 
and a half and six years are but little 
known even among primary and grammai 
school teachers. Even a slight knowledge 
of kindergarten work, however, would aic 
eveiy teacher of older pupils in overcoming 
many difficulties. 
Among pupils of older 


years there will occasionally be met some 
for whom the simplest methods must be 
adopted, and ou some subjects it will be 
necessary to follow kindergarten 
methods 


of developing ideas even with grammar 
classes. For these reasons as well as tbe 
fact tbat the kindergarten system is to be 
considerably extended in this city, it is 
likely that the graduating exhibition to be 
held at the high school hail will be largely 
attended by teachers as well as by parents 
who have children of tender years.

Him to 3Ua"ko Potato Turnovers. 


Boil some good, mealy potatoes, and 


when done mash them, season with salt 
and form into a firm paste with line 
bifted flour aud beaten egga. Boll out 
to half ii2,riuoli in thickness,, and stamp 
out in rounds about five inches across. 
Upon one-half of each round placo a 
small quantity of oavory, meat, ham, 
fish or poultry, pleasantly seasoned and 
barely moistened, and fold tlio other 
half over it. Press Che edges together, 
mark prettily, and when all are ready 
place the turnovers in a wire frying 
basket, and fry them in sufficient boil- 
ing fat to cover them entirely. When 
colored a,delicate brown, drain carefully 
and serve on a hot napkin -with finely 
minced parsley.

CAUSES OP CANCER 


THEIR 
STRANGE 


TRACED TO 
ORIGIN. 


Danger of Continuous Use of Telephone- 


No Harm in Lead "Water Pipes—Points o 
Etiquette. 


The setoph for the cause of cancer-snow 


being carried op by physicians is a iTOij 
important one, and concerning it the New 
York Herald is authority for the following 
Interesting information: 


A French physician, M. ^esslnger o 


Oyormax, is inclined to attribute in th 
matter to tbe topography of the houses in 
habited by persons who have contracted the 
disease. 


A critical examination ofrSoOtjoses of can 


cer th)ems to have revealed ^o him on the 
one hand the frequency of the disease it 
the neighborhood bf streams, woods am 
isolated dwelling places, and on theothe' 
Its relative scarceness in cities and in por 
tions of the country that have no,rivers o: 
woods. A Dutch - physician, M. Hanedoes 
had already been surprised^at thefrequenc; 
of cancer patients in his district and at al 
ways finding them near the banks of th 
river. 


It must not be thought, however, tha 


the neighborhood of a stream is alone capa- 
ble of realizing the conditions requisite for 
the vitality of the element of cancer. Iso- 
lation, the neighborhood of a wood, under 
growth, marsh or an abandoned situation 
is in (,he opinion of many to he taken into 
account in the choice which the diseas 
makes for an outbreak. In a total of 9: 
cases scattered over about 40 towns and 
villages and visited during the last seven 
years M. Fieasinger claims to have token 
care of 29, or nearly one-third, in isolatec 
houses. 
, 


Evidence seems to warrant the hypothe 


sis of an enemy residing near isolatec 
dwellings, rivers and woods. To explain 
the way in which this enemy may attack 
us, M, Fiessinger supposes the existence o: 
chemical elements capable of giving rise to 
cellular proliferation, principles that are 
borne by certain insects among the quanti 
ties of these little animals to be found in 
cancerous regions near streams or on the 
edges of forests. As for the nature of these 
chemical principles, it'may consist in an Ir 
ritating secretion similar to that in the 
possession of the insects which make the 
vegetable tumors called oakapples. Can 
we suppose that the irritating secretion 
which causes the vegetable cell to prolif er 
ate may be able to have the same effect on 
animal cells? 


If the explanation of the causes of cancer 


put forward hy M. Fiessinger was abso- 
lutelyproved, it would furnish food for re- 
flection to the amateurs of country life. 


Continuous Use of the Telephone. 


From French physicians comes a caution 


respecting the use of the telephone. Foi 
ears that are not positively sound and 
healthy, the telephone is regarded as being 
positively injurious, and even in a com- 
paratively robust organ its continuous use 
may be followed by a formidable list ol 
physical disturbances, any one of which 
may become chronic. A sparing use of the 
instrument is therefore advised by those 
whose ears are sotmd and absolute abstain- 
ing from it by those whose organs are weak 
or imperfect. 


No Harm In lead Water Pipes. 


Lead pipe has been traditionally injuri- 


ous to health from the time of Vitruvius, 
2,000 years ago, to the present day. In 
spite of this tradition, millions of people 
have been drinking water through it from 
that day to the present time, and it seems 
to be donhtful, according to an authority 
on plumhing, if one well authenticated case 
of lead poisoning by the use of lead pipes 
can be found. 


A Handy Way to Make a Poultice. 


Cook the flaxseed, add a tablespponf ul of 


lard and fill two bags as large as needed. 
Place in a steamer over hot or boiling water, 
and they will be ready for frequent changes 
without making fresh ones. This is partic- 
ularly handy when needed for night use. 
The lard keeps the poultice soft. 


TABLE MANNERS. 


English Etiquette, Much of Which Will 


Bear Copying on This Side of the Sea. 
As but few Americans can hope to know 


more of the etiquette of the English than 
their "company manners," a few notes from 
n lady's experience, related in the New York 
Times, of their pleasing and polite conduct 
in their own homes may be of interest: 


Take, for instance, table maunSrs. They 


represent a different grade of civilization 
from our own. 
No English gentleman 


would ever put his arms upon the table be- 
fore a meal or during its progress—a not 
uncommon habit in this country. No Eng- 
lish lady would touch anything taut her nap- 
bin until every one had been served, and a 
gentleman would as soon don a pinafore or 
bib as tuck his "serviette" inside his shirt 
collar or spread it across his>shirt front. A 
child who places his bread on the wrong 
side of his plate, breaks it off with both 
hands or butters it in moufchfuls is sharply 
reproved and watched until the habit is 
broken. Nor would he be allowed to smear 
his meat with mustard or arrange it as a 
sandwich, both of which offenses may be 
witnessed any day at our first class hotels, 
committed by people otherwise well. bred. 


Children are promptly reprimanded if 


seen to crook their elbows in raising soup 
to the mouth, and sampling tea or coffee 
with a spoon is something never done out- 
side the servant's hall. 


There is a rigid code for the manipulation 


of fork and spoon. It is a much disputed 
point in this country as to the transference 
of the fork to the right hand for any pur- 
pose whatever, but once accustom yourself 
to the English method—that of never mak- 
ing such a transfer—and our American 
fashion seems awkward and indefensible. 
The utmost precision is observed in leaving 
knifo 'and fork upon the plate when the 
meal is finished. They must be laid a lit- 
tle to one side, the fork in the position in 
which it would be used—that is to say, 
with the tines down. It is a trifle, but it 
Illustrates the careful attention paid by the 
nglish to table etiquette. 
"When boiled eggs are served, the shell is 
not picked off, much les^ is the egg turned 
out into a glass or cup.

legislation, an eight-hour day, sanitary in- 
spection of work-shops, liability of em- 
ployers, abolition of contract labor in puu- 
li'j works, abolition of the sweating system, 
municipal ownership of street cars, electric 
lights and gas plants, nationalization of 
telegraphs, telephoned, collective owner- 
ship by the people of all means of produc- 
tive and distribution, together with the 
principal of the referendum in all legisla- 
tion. 


This platform is wide in its scope and 


if only one-tenth of the proposed reforms 
could 
be accomplished, 
the 
present 


condition of labor would be actually revo- 
lutionized. 


The proposition for the nationalization 


of telegraphs, telephones, railways and 
mines is a socialistic feature that may 
never 
be 
realized, 
"but 
there 
are 


many 
reforms 
advocated 
in 


the platform which are quite practical and 
almost certain of accomplishment in the 
near future. If the Kniuhts of Labor stand 
side by side with the American Federation 
of Labor in advancing these great reforms 
by proper methods tiie condition of labor 
wiil soon be vastly benefited through their 
combined efforts. 


It is best for such organizations to leave 


the tariff and other party issues to the po- 
litical bodies engaged upon Ihc-ui. 
The la- 


boring masses should endeavor, however, 
as they Generally do to support political 
candidates \vho favor their interests. 


The present situation is dark indeed 


from the fact that labor reforms are over- 
looked in the scramble for existence, but if 
the great labor organizations of the country 
be true to themselves, if they

adopted they will be sure to succeed in se- 
curing many important reform.1!, 


SALARIES. 


ing of an increase let his case be fairly con- 
sidered but it does not seem warranted at 
the present time to add to the remunera- 
tion of all the servants of the city while 
thousands are on the point of destitution. 


The city council committee on salaries 


has recommended an increase for various 
officials for Ihc comiug year amounting in 
all to about $12,000 per annum. In some 
of the cases mentioned the increase is 
eminently proper, but in others the pres- 
ent salary seems quite sufliuicnt. 
If these 


recommendations he adopted there wt 
immediately be demands from other officials 
for an increase to their stipends and the in- 
crease would probably be carried all along 
the line. 


The city clerk is a most responsible 


official, and one who lias a great variety of 
laborious work to perform. The recom- 
mended increase to his salary is not too 
high. 
He deserves it all and more. Then 


the milk inspector holds an important office 
and tills it with the highest efficiency. 
There is no telling to -what cxteat his 
efforts to purify onr milk and water supply 
have prevented sickness and death. lie 
has given his office an importance it never 
attained before, an;i he should be well paid 
for his service. 
It is well to have in that 


position a man who cannot be bribed to 
allow the people to he poisoned. Such an 
official 
is 
worth 
more 
than 
the 


city 
can 
pay 
him. 
This 


a matter which concerns the most vital in- 
terests of the community, their very life 
and well being and should not be allowed 
to drop into the mire of partisan politics. 
IE in the wisdom and judgment of the city 
council it is found that any other official 
in the employ of the city is equally deserv- 


IHE CITY TO BE KE-TVAKDED. 


The board of registrars will have n. 


heavy task on hand next year in dividing 
the city into "blocks and squares in accord- 
ance with the following law passed in the 
yearlSSS: 


Tlie registrars of voters in every city, 


immediately after the annual city election 
in the year eighteen hundred a.ud ninety- 
four, and in every tenth year thereafter, 
shall, for the purpose of furnishing to the 
city council and tbe board of aldermen the 
information necessary for the making of a 
new division of the city into wards and 
voting precincts, prepare, and, before the 
tenth day of February next ensuing, deliv- 
er to the city clerk of such city a list of all 
the male void's therein who were registered 
for such city election, which list shall be 
so made and arranged as to show the num- 
ber of such registered voters who reside in 
each lot or block surrounded bystreets in 
the limits of such city and any other sub- 
division of the cily which the city council 
or board of aldermen may, before the first 
day of February, designate. The registrars 
shall likewisf, in any oilier year upon re- 
quest oF the board of ahjcrmen of a city, 
furnish for such purpose a.lisb of tho male 
voters of any ward in such cily, made and 
arranged as aforesaid. 


Whan this work shall have been finished 


by Iho1 board of registrars, the next thing 
to be done will be to divide the city into 
new precincts and perhaps new wards. 
The present ward lines will then be ab- 
olished and the probality is, that the new 
wards will be more evenly balanced as be- 
tween the two political parties. 
If the 


republicans control tho redistricting of the 
city they will 
endeavor to arrange 
it 


for their own advantage. 


ItlNDE RGAItTENS. 


The proposed exhibition of kindergarten 


work to be given at an early day In the 
High school hall is of great interest to the 
people of this community from the fact 
that this form of infant instruction is be- 
coming popular and is destined to become 
more general even in this city. The ingen- 
ious methods devised by educators for 
teaching children between the ages of three 
and a half and six years are but little 
known even among primary and grammar 
school teachers. Even a slight knowledge 
of kindergarten work, however, would aid 
every teacher of older pupils in overcoming 
many difficulties. 
Among pupils of older 


years there will occasionally he met some 
for whom the simplest methods must bo 
adopted, and on some subjects it will be 
necessary to follow kindergarten, methods 
ot developing ideas even with grammar 
classes. For these reasons as well as tbe 
fact that the kindergarten system is to be 
considerably extended in this city, it is 
likely that the graduating exhibition to be 
held at the high school ball will be largely 
attended by teachers as well as by parents 
who have children of tender years.

Boil some good, ineuly potatoes, and 


when done mash them, season with salt 
and form into a firm paste with line 
sifted ilour aud beaten eggs. Roll out 
to half an inch in thickness, and stamp 
out in rounds about five inches across. 
Upon oue-ii:i!f of eauh round place a 
Email quantity of savory, meat, ham, 
fish or poultry,"pleasantly seasoned, and 
barely moistened, and fold tho other 
half over it. Press the edges together, 
mark prettily, and when all are ready 
place the turnovers in a wire frying 
basket, and fry them in sufficient boil- 
ing fat to cover them entirely.

CAUSES, OF CANCER TRACED TO 


THEIR 
STBANGE 
ORIGIN. 


Dnnfrer of Continuous Use of Telephone— 


No JTnrra in lead "Water Pipes—Points of 
Etiquette. 


The search for the cause of cancer<mow 


being carried qn. by physicians Ifl a nipst 
important one, and concaroing it tae £Jew 
York Herald is authority for the following 
Interestinginfprmation: 


A "French physician, RL Fiesstnger of 


Oyonnax, is inclined to attribute in the 
matter to the topography of the houses in- 
habited by persons who have contracted tha 
disease. 


A critical examination of<350t;ases of can- 


cer i&ems to have revealed to him on the 
one hand the frequency of "lihe disease in 
the neighborhood of streams, woods and 
isolated dwelling.places, and on,the other 
its relative scarceness in cities and - in por- 
tions of the country that have no, rivers or 
-woods. A Dutch.' physician, M. HatredoeB, 
had already been surprised;at the frequency 
of cancer patients in his district and at al- 
ways finding them near the banks of the 
river. 


It must not be thought, however, that 


tho neighborhood of a stream is alone, capa- 
ble of realizing the conditions requisite for 
the vitality o£ the element of. cancer. ..Iso- 
lation, the neighborhood of a wood, under- 
growth, marsh or an abandoned Situation 
is in Ihe opinion of many to be taken into 
account in the choice which the disease 
makes for an outbreak. In a total of 81 
cases scattered over about 40. towns and 
villages and visited during the lost seven 
years M. Piessinger claims to hava taken 
care of 20, or nearly one-third, in isolated 
houses. 


Evidence seems to warrant the hypothe- 


sis of an. enemy residing near isolated 
dwellings, rivers and woods. To explain 
the way in which this enemy may attack 
us, M. ITiessinger supposes the existence of 
chemical elements capable of giving rise to 
cellular proliferation, principles that ore 
borno by certain insects among the quanti- 
ties of these little animals to be found in 
cancerous legions .near streams or on the 
edges of forests. As lor the natursof these 
chemical principles, if may consist in an ir- 
ritating secretion similar to that in the 
possession of the insects -which make tho 
vegetable :tumors called oakapples. Can 
we suppose that the irritating secretion 
which causes the vegetable cell to prolifer- 
ate may be able to have the same effect on 
animal cells? 


I£ the explanation of the causes of cancer 


put forward by M. Fiessinger was abso- 
lutely proved, it -would furnish food for re- 
flection to the amateurs of country life. 


Continuous Use of the Telephone. 


From French physicians comes a caution 


respecting tho use of the telephone. For 
ears that are not positively sound and 
healthy, the telephone is regarded as beinj: 
positively injurious, and even- in a com- 
paratively robust organ its continuous use 
may be followed by a formidable list of 
physical disturbances, any one of which 
may become chronic. A sparing use of the 
instrument is therefore advised by those 
whose ears are sound and absolute abstain- 
ing from it by those whose organs are weak 
or imperfect. 


No Harm In Lead. "Water Pipes. 


Lead pipe has been traditionally injuri- 


ous to health from the time of Vitruvius, 
2,000 years ago, to the present day. In 
cpite of this tradition, millions of people 
have been drinking water throuprb it from 
that day to the present time, nnd it seems 
to be doubtful, according to an authority 
on plumbing, if one.well authenticated cose 
of lead poisoning by the use of lead pipes 
caa be found.

English Etiquette, Much of TVhlch. TT111 


Benr Copying on This Side of the Sea. 
As but few Americans can hope to kEow 


more of the etiquette of the English than 
their "company manners," afewnotesfrom 
a lady's experience, related in the New York 
Times, of tlieir pleasing and polite "conduct 
In their own homes may be of interest: 


Take, for instance, table manners. They 


represent o different grade of civilization 
from our own. No English 'gentleman 
would ever.put his arms upon the table be- 
fore a meal or during its progress—a not 
nneommon habit in this country. No Eng- 
lish lady would touch anything but her nap- 
tin until every one had 'been served, and a 
gentleman would as soon don a pinafore or 
bib as tuck his "serviette" inside his shirt 
collar or spread it across his>shirt front. A 
child who places his bread on. the wrong 
side of his plate, breaks it off with both 
hands or butters it in mouth'fuls is sharply 
reproved and watched until the habit is 
broken. Nor would he be allowed to smear 
his meat with mustard or. arrange it as a 
sandwich, both of which offenses'may be 
witnessed any day at our first class hotels, 
committed by people otherwise well-bred. 


Children are promptly reprimanded if 


seen to crook their elbows in raising soup 
to the mouth, and sampling .tea or coffee 
with a spoon is something never done out- 
Bide tie servant's hall. 


There is a rigid code for the manipulation 


of fork aud spoon. It is a much disputed 
point in. this country as to th's transference 
of the fork to the right hand for any pur- 
pose whatever, but once accustom yourself 
to the English method—that of. never mak- 
ing such a transfer—and our .American 
fashion seems awkward and' indefensible. 
Theutmost precision is observed in 1 eaving 
knife and fork upon the plate when the 
meal is finished. They must be laid a lit- 
tle to one side, the fork in the position in 
which it would be used—that is to say, 
with the tines down. It. is a trifle, but it 
illustrates thecareful attention paid by the 
English to table etiquette. 


When boiled eggs are served, the shell is 


not picked off, much less is the egg turned 
out into a glass or cup. The top is cut by 
a blow from a shr.rp knife, and when one 
has done ettt'u:g tiie shell is reversed in the 
esn; cup so that it may not offend by its un- 
tidy appeiinince.

Ho actually mado n plan of that 
Dak bungalow and built u plan of fortifi- 
cations around it, all scaled to feet and 
inches.

Whitewash. 


The complete success is well known of 


the formula for whitewash adopted by 
the United States government as a coat 
ing lor lighthouses, and for its effectual 
prevention of 
any moisture striking 


through the walls. It is simply the mix, 
Ing with fresh water, in the most thor- 
ough manner, of three parts Koseudale 
cement and one part of fine clean sand, 
this giving a gray or granite color, dark 
or light, according to the color of the ce- 
ment; if a very light color is desired, lime 
is used with ihe cement and sand; if brick 
color is sought, enough Venetian red is 
added to the original mixture as to in- 
sure that result. 


Care is exercised to havo the various in- 


gredients wall mixed together—also, in ap- 
plying the wash, to have the wall wet with 
clean fresh water—following immediately 
with the cement wash—this method pre- 
venting the bricks from absorbing the 
Water from the wash too rapidly, aud it 
Blso gives time for the cement to be prop- 
erly set. 
The mixture is made as thick as 


can be conveniently applied with a white- 
wash brxish in tho xisual manner, aucl the 
wash is well stirred during the process of 
its application. 
It is stated, however, 


that, though this rnixttire is so admirably 
Suited for the purpose in question, it can- 
not be iised to advantage over paint or 
whitewash.—New York Sun.

GLACIERS OF THIS COUNTRY 'JN 


PAST AGES- 


How Colors aro WTatcUod by Electric 


Iilelits—A Cloaulnfj Soap for Motale—The 
Length of tho Day. 


1 A large part of the northern United 
JBtates, especially New England, is corered 
'prith a confused mass of ctay, sand, gravel, 
litones and bowlders, showing the action in 
(past ages of forces not now existing. It is 
(now generally admitted that this deposit, 
commonly known as "theidrift," is due to 
JLhe existence and action of immense gla- 
piers which, thousands of years ago, covered 
jthe whole country to a depth of several 
thousand feet, like those-which at'the pres- 
jeat day cover Greenland to almost as great 
an extent. 
j A universal characteristic of glaciers Is 
their motion. They flow down tha moun- 
tB,in sides a,nd valleys from higher to

lower levels in the same way as does a 
stream of water, although at a much 
Blower rate, usually only a few inches or 
feet a day. But they are constantly mov- 
ing with irresistible force, and as they move 
over the rooks beneath they are continual- 
ly crushing tind grinding them, and large 
masses are often broken off and carried 
along with the ice. It is evident that as 
the glacier moves over its bed the rocky 
burface will be worn down and smoothed 
pff, and in some cases almost polished, 
while the stones held by the slucier will, as 
it moves along, scratch the underlying rock 
more er less deeply in parallel lines. Not 
only do we find these scratches near the in- 
significant glaciers of the present day, bnt 
we also find them all over the northern 
part of the country, varying from hardly 
Visible marks to immense grooves large 
enough to contain the body of a man. 


But the bowlders themselves, as they are 


pu'ried along by the glaciers, are also sub- 
ject to the same process of grinding and 
bcralcbinK. These rounded glacial bowl- 
ders occur by millions inNew England and 
are a very characteristic feature of the land- 
Lcape. All are more or less rounded and 
smoothed, and some are almost polished. 
Well marked 
specimens of striated or 


scratched bowlders are somewhat rare, for 
the constant movement would tend to wear 
Df£ the striations as soon as formed, but 
not infrequently a bowlder is found buried 
in the drift just whefe it was left by the 
melting glacier, with the parallel scratches 
still remaining upon it and proving be- 
yond a doubt its glacial origin. According 
to Popxilar Science News, in which occur 
the foregoing statements, a beautiful speci- 
men of this sort was discovered in north- 
easteiru Massachusetts not long ago. The 
lower side was polished almost as smooth 
us glass and covered with, deep parallel 
Scratches.

Hatching Colors by Electric tight. 


Storekeepers know that the electric light 


is almost as good for matching colors as 
daylight, but they generally use the aro 
light. The light given by an incandescent 
lamp is often little less yellow than, a gas 
flame, and this leads some people into er- 
ror, says The Industrial World. A daily 
paper complains that yellow and pink can- 
hot be distinguished by electric lighb; that 
heliotrope assumes a pinky hue, and that 
taany delicate Rjadationsof shade are quite 
losb under the light of the modern illumi- 
nant. Pale blue also loses some of its 
jjlory, but green is vastly improved. Bright 
brimson looks \yell if artistically and ef- 
fectively toned down, and some shades of 
primrose are e&pecially beautiful. 
i Wrinkles, it is said, are mercilessly 
Shown up, and <;he complexion that is not 
of nature's malting becomes flat and ghast- 
ly ia the truthtul light. For this reason 
the electric ligl,t is-not popular with many 
people, but the knowing hostess secures all 
its beautiful effects and makes everlasting 
friends of her l.idy guests by covering every 
lamp with a shade of yellow silk. The re-

Tin Celluloid Mirror. 


' The celluloid mirror is a new invention 
(vhich should have a future. A plate of 
Transparent celluloid is coated with silver 
or other polished metal, over which anoth- 
sr layer of opaque celluloid is placed, and 
Irou have a mirror which may be burned, 
but which will not be broken by an acci- 
dental fall. 16 is suggested by a scientific 
paper that this invention may ba applied 
with adv!inta,i;o to optical instruments ol 
large dimensions, owing to the ductility of 
the substance, which permits of its taking 
the required form with greater ease than 
tefleetors in metal, while possessing all the 
merits of the glass, reflector. 


A Cleaning Soap l?or Dlotals.

Ware: Fifty parts finely cut cocoa soap is by 
heating, dissolved in a sufficient quality 
of water to form a thick paste. Again 5 
parts crocus are stirred up with a little 
Water ancl IK ports uirbonato of ammoni- 
um are mixed with it aud stirred into the 
soap pa°te, after cooling. The obtained 
paste is preserved iu ti stone jar, well tied 
hp with bladder or parchment paper.

UNICORN 


Discovery. aiid ^Extinction , of t,Uo 'Rhino- 


ceros Trjbo— Translations of tlio Jtiblo 
—The Belli of Moscow. 


A wondrous 'brute, 
jpreseat century emerged from, the realme^, 
of myth into that of scientific knowledge, 
has witlaiij the present year passed into the 
realm of history. Reports from South Af- 
rica deolaw) that tlje last while rhinoceros 
has been killed, anct^that its skeleton, hide 
and hoin. are now being shipped to England 
to enrich the Natural History museum. 


Every sohoolboy, aa Macaulay would say, 
is familiar with the conventional figure of 
the unicorn, a sort>< of horso shaped bruto 
•with a single strtwghfhorn protruding from 
its forehead. And every schoolboy has prob 
ably been told1 that there never was such a 
creaturq, snvo in imagination, ,whieh is 
doubtless quite true. Yab modern science 
not only destroys some old time beliefs but 
vindicates others, and shows «iany a gro- 
tesque fairy tale to have a basis of solid 
fact. So with the unicorn^ The ono horned 
beast was discredited, until an actual one 
horned rhinoceros was 'found in India and 
Sumatra. 
v 


Then at the beginning o£ the.prssent cen- 
tury Burchell discovered, in the region of 
SoutH Africa, between the Orange and 
Zambesi rivers, the stupendotis creature 
known as rhinoceros-simps, or, in common 
phrase, the white or one horned rhinoceros. 
The great white one horned rhinoceros was 
shown to bs a teality, though indeed neith- 
er whito'jiox\ strictly speaking, ono horned. 
Its color wa6 a dirty gray, almost verging 
on mouse color. And it had two horns, 
though ono was so small aa to bo scarcely 
perceptible,' a mere hump with a tuft o£ 
stout bristles 8 or finches high.

surpassed^ every other' modern qundruped 
except the elephant, which it almost ri- 
valed. 


This giant unicorn was gregarious, and 


Burchell found it in vast droves all through 
the Bechuana country. But as the number 
of European huntsmen increased, the num- 
ber o| these great brutes decreased, and 
when, firearms cama into general use among 
the natives the work'of destruction went 
forward at a fearful pace. Of dull percep- 
tion and sluggish habits, the white rhinoc- 
eros fell an easy prey to the Bechuanas and 
Matabeles, who slaughtered thousands 
merely for their ho^ns. and for their humps, 
which were a favorite article of food. 


A few years ago the animal was hejiev 
to be extinct. Than a group of six w&p dis- 
covered'in a swamp in Mashoualand. These 
have now all been, killed, and there is no 
reason to suppose that a single specimen 
remains alive, 
' 


The foregoing is gleaned from o,n extend- 


ed account in the New York Tribune,.which 
further affirms that no one who has not 
visited South Africa 'b,as ever sesjn a white 
rhinoceros, since no living specimen was 
ever taken out of that country for exhibi- 
tion, and no c'tfmplete skeleton nor entire 
hide even has ever found its way to Europe 
or America, 


Translations of the Bible. 


Between the eighth and tenth centuries 


portions of the Bible were translated into 
Anglo-Saxon by Aldhelim, Egbert, Bede 
and othets. In 1290 an English version of 
the Psalms was made. "Wj'clifEe's version 
of the New Testament was finished in 1880, 
and a little later he completed the Old. 
The seven penitential Psalms were appar- 
ently printed in 1505. Before 152B William 
Tyndale had completed aa English transla- 
tion of the New Testament. In the begin- 
ning of that year they -\yere secretly con- 
veyed to tenglaud from the continent— 
where the translation had been made— 
where they were bought up and burned. 
The excellence of h's translation is evi- 
denced by the fact that in our present ver- 
sion a very largo portion of the New Testa- 
ment is taken verbatim from Tyndalo's 
tiauslation. 


In 1535 the first English version of the 


whole Bible was published by Miles Cover- 
dale, a friend of Tyndale's, mid was Jeili- 
caled to Henry VIII. Between that year 
and 1357 several versions oC the Bible were 
printed, but they wuru in this gi-euter piirt 
revisions of Tyudale's previous work. The 
Geneva Bible, 'or, as 
be%t known, the 


Breeches Bible, appeared in 1357. 
Ifc was 


translated by several English divine's who 
had fled to Geneva to escape from thu per- 
secutions of Bloody Mary, aud received the 
name of Breeches Bible ou account ol the 
rendering of Genesis iii, 7, "Then the cyub 
of both of them were opened, and they kiiew 
that' they were naked, hud thoy sewed fig 
tree leaves together and made themselves 
breeches," Tho Bishops' Bible was pub- 
lished in London in 1368. The text of this 
was compared with the original tejr L-ight 
bishops and seven other scholars of icputa- 
tion, who appended their initials to thi=ir 
respective tabks. 


' TJioWord "ilotise." 


The, word "house" first appears in the 


English Bible in Genesis vn, 1, "And the 
Lord said urtto Noah, Come thou and all 
thy house into the ark" (the word here as 
in many other places in the Bible means 
householder family). But "house" in Gen- 
esis xxviii, 17, ''This iauone other l/Ut. the 
house of God," means a place of habitation.

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MILITARY LOVE MATCH, 


Romance Which Crept Into an In- 


dian Campaign.

Color Sergeant William Bates otood In

Tho startling announcement was made 


to ua In general nnd to Crafer in particu- 
lar. It was Crafer who bad excavated i 
ConnteiToino B, and Crafcr was out of 
tbnt room like n terrier. He was a tall, 
spare youth, vrith hnlr that stood up from 
his forehead liko a soft and somewhat 
wavy doormat.' Crafer had been thought 
a great deal of at Woolwich.

Wo wero merely a, small 
detachment of men and, nlasl women, 
moving down from an advanced station 
on the Indian xrouticr before the- tempora- 
rily triumphant raids of a few rebel hill 
men. 
A very small Tight is sufficient to get 


killed in—a very small body of men may 
irmke n vp.ry large bid for immortality. 


We v,-ero rather pleased with ourselves. 


We were distinctly martyrs. An ungrate- 
ful country was going about its duty, was 
spending its May -week ftt Cambridge, was 
lolling nway its afternoons at Hurlinghatn 
nnd scarcely giving n second thought to 
the faot that it had been deemed expedient 
to temporarily -.vithdraw tho garrison of 
Jsauog. 


Wo were, in fact, the garrison of Nauog. 


We bnd successfully marciicd through 200 
miles of a country physically broken, mor- 
ally unstable. We were 40, rank and file, 
anil we ha.d with us old Tangier, tha tea 
pHmter; Mrs. Tangier, Edith Tangier nnd 
their European maid. We had two ladies 
of our own—tho mojor's wifo and bar sis- 
ter, Miss Woodhorn. We had tost three 
men, killed, and two days before we had 
buried n telegmph clerk who had suc- 
cumbed to a nasty spear wound in tbo 
groin. The only man among us whom I 
thoroughly disliked was young Bird of tho 
guides. I imagine there was little sym- 
pathy between Bird nnd Crafer. Tbo for- 
mer -was all swagger, the latter nil hard 
work and commendable ambition. 


Wo were stuck ot a Dak bungalow by 


the side of the river. The ferryboat wna 
on the other side in possession of tho main 
body of tha rebel hill men. This was 
Cr:ifer'B chance—tho major resolved to 
fortify the place and wait. Crafer gurgled 
with joy behind his pipe when the decision 
•was mxde known to him. Ho had soma 
mo.st original ideas oniortificatjon, which, 
after all, waa his business, nnd when a 
man has original ideas on bis own busi- 
ness and confines his attention to it lie 
usually gets on.

tribute it to tbo fiict that the man ivho 
had built the fortifications V.-KH her lover. 


I FTippose-U thiit in the mind of Edith 


Tangier there wag n certain number of. 
Goorkhas to watch ovoi- our safety nutl let 
ofE rifles when the occasion Hecmcil to de- 
mand that effort, there \vciy a major—a 
man whoso name is, by the wny, to' be 
found in the history of India—there were 
B few European.officcr.4, there -was.my 
humblo self, bnt no one counted for much 
when Georgo Crafer camo to be consid- 
ered. It was to George Crafer that OUT 
euccessful retreat might ba attributed. 
George Crafer had fortified thia rotten old 
Dak bungalow, anil therefore it was im- 
pregnable. 
George had a head full of sci- 


ence and furtEer plaus scaled dovrn to tha 
inch, and tha soldiers and doctor and peo- 
ple had only to obey George, and it would 
ba all right. This is what Miss Tangier 
thought, and she was perhaps quite right. 
At all events, she was quite right to think 
it—I am sure of that. 
That Dak bungalow ias a villageround 
It now, and, some day it will have a rail- 
way station. It is called Crater's Fort to 


this day, and tuera nre Eemo men vrho 
maintain that in its way'it is a wonder. 
There IH one inun—namely, tho present 
writer—who knows that that fort was 
planned and built for tha protection of 
ono insignificant, small, blue, eyed girl 
who moved in and out oC those casemated 
rooms with n. gentle tread as if she ought 
ahvayB to have walked on thick carpets 
amid the pcaca of domestic security. 


When tho enemy cam'o across the river 


and threw up earthworks, George Crafur's 
practiced mind fixed its talons on the pos- 
Biblo meaning; of -this maneuver. 
The 


possible meaning was a mine. 53ird laugh- 
ed when he heard tbia. HB told ono or 
tv.-o men that Crnfer Heemed to think that 
ho was defending1 a beleaguered city 
against n, European foe. But the major 
merely observed that Crafer was all right. 


To meet the danger ol n mine Georgo 


Crafer proceeded with a rule and-a pencil 
to draw plans of a countermine. These 
tunnels wert to bo excavated flt such an 
angle that any mino cut from the enemy'H 
earthworks to our line of defense must 
necessarily come near euougb to a sentinel 
stationed in our tunnel for him to hear the 
miners working. 
Bird of the guides, be it noted, waa in 


tho way of becoming a distinguished man. 
He had been splendidly educated. He was 
rich and ambitious. Aboveall-^-for-Indian 
frontier work—ho was plucky almost to 
recklessness.

clean fresh water — following immediately 
with tha cement wash — this method pre- 
venting the bricks from absorbing the 
Wnter from the wash too rapidly, and it 
lilso gives time for the cement to ba prop- 
erly set. The mixture is made as thick as 
can be conveniently applied with a white- 
wash brush in the usual manner, and the 
wash is well stirred during the process of 
its application. 
It is stated, however, 


that, though this mixture is so admirably 
suited for the purpose in question, it can- 
not be used to advantage over paint or 
whitewash. — New York Sun,

Cow Colors aro Hatched liy Electric 
Hclits—A Cloaulue Soap lor Metols—Xlie

A large part of the northern United- 


States, especially New England, is coTered 
tvith a confused mass of clay, sand, gravel, 
utones and bowIdeis, showing the action in 
[last ages of forces not now existing. It ia 
now generally admitted that this deposit, 
:ommonly known as "thadrilt," Is due to 
bhe existence and action of immense gla- 
ciers which, thousands of years ago, covered 
She whole country to a depth of several 
ihousand feet, Ilka thosa-which at-the pres- 
!iit day cover Greenland to almost as great 
in extent. 
. 


. A universal characteristic o{ glaciers.ia 
their motion. They fLov? down the moun- 
tain, sides and valleys' from higher to

lower levels in the same -way as does a 
stream of water, althbiiKh at a, much 
slower rate, usually only a few inches or 
feet a day. But they are constantly mov- 
w s with irresistible force, and as they move 
over the rocks beneath they are continual- 
ly crushing and grindine them, and large 
masses are often broken off and carried 
along with the ice. It is evident that as 
the glacier moves over its bed the rocky 
surface will be worn down and smoothed 
off, and in some cases almost polished, 
while the stones held by the glucier will, as 
itmoves along, scratch the underlying rock 
more or less deeply in parallel lines. Not 
only do we find these scratches near the in- 
Eignificimt glaciers of the present day, but 
we also find them all over the northern 


t of the country, varying from hardly 


visible marks to immense grooves large 
enough to contain the body of a man. 


But the bowlders themselves, as they are 


Carried .ilon<? by the glaciers, are also sub- 
fleet to the game process of grinding aud 
icratchinp. These rounded glacial bowl- 
ers occur by millions in New England and 


are a very characteristic feature of the land- 
scape. All are more or less rounded and 
smoothed, and some are almost polished. 
Well marked specimens of striated or 
scratched bowlders are somewhat rare, for 
the constant movement would tend to wear 
off the striations as soon as formed, but 
not infrequently a bowlder is found buried 
in the drift just where it was left by the 
melting-glacier, with the parallel scratches 
still remaining upon it and proving be- 
yond a doubt its glacial origin. According 
to Popular Science News, in which occur 
the foregoing statements, a beautiful speci- 
men of this sort was discovered in north- 
eastern Massachusetts not long ago. The 
-lower side was polished almost as smooth 
as glass nnd covered with deep parallel 
scratched.

•ica declarq thai tbn last -white rhinoceros, 
las beeu&iUed, and"that its skeleton, hide 
and horn.are now being shipped to England 
;o enrich the Natural History museum. 
Every schoolboy, .as Macaulay would say, 


a familiar with the conventional figure of 
ihe unicorn, a sort, of horse shaped bruta 
with a single straight horn protruding from 
ts forehead. And every schoolboy has prob- 
ably been told- that there never was such a 
creature^ save in imagination, ,which is 
doubtless quita true. Yet modern Bcienco 
not only destroy a some old-tirao beliefs but 
vindicates others, and shows many a gro- 
;esque. fairy tale to have a basis of solid 
'act. So with the unicorn, Tha one horned 
jeast was-discredited, uatil an actual one 
lorned rhinoceros was'found in India and 
Sumatra.

Then at the beginning of tneipresent cen- 


tury Burchell discovered, in the region of 
3outH Africa, between the Orange and 
Sambesi rivers, the stupendous creature 
inown as rhinoceros-simus, or, in common 
phrase, the white or one horned rhinoceros. 
The great white one-horned rhinoceros was 
shown to be a reality, though indeed neith- 
er white-nor, strictly speal£lng, one horned. 
Its color was a dirty gray, almost verging 
on mouse color. Ami it had two horns, 
though one was so small as to be scarcely 
perceptible, ;a:.mere hump with a tuft of 
stout bristles 3 OT i'inches high. The other 
real horn was from 3 to 4 feet long, thick 
and tufted about with bristles-at the base 
and- curving and' tapering gracefully to a 
hard, sbarr?poi'nt. 


The full grown white rhinoceros was 


nearly 7 feet high at the shoulders, and 
from 14 to^'lfl'feet-long, and-thus'm.bulk

rhinoceros, since no living specimen was 
ever taken:out of that country for exhibi- 
tion, and no complete skeleton nor entire 
hide even has ever found its way to Europe 
or America.

Trft-DBlatioas of tlio Bible. 


Between the eighth and tenth centuries 


portions'of the-Bible were translated into 
Anglo-Saxon byAldhelim, Egbert, Bede 
and others. In 1290 an' English version of 
the.Psalms was made. "VVycliffe's version 
of the New Testament was finished in 18SO, 
1 


and a little later he completed the Old. 
.The seven penitential Psalms were appar- 
ently printed-in 1505. 
Before 1526 William 


Tyndale had completed an English transla- 
tion of the New Testament. In the begin- 
ning of/that year they were secretly con- 
veyed to England 'from the continent— 
where the translation had been mode— 
where they were bought up and burned. 
The excellence of ; his translation is evi- 
denced by the fact that in our present ver- 
sion a very large portion of the New Testa- 
ment is taken verbatim from Tyndalo'a 
translation. 


In 1635 the .first English version of the 


whole Bible was published by Miles Covcr- 
dalBj a fr;end of. Tyndale's, and was dedi- 
cated to Henry VIII. Between that year 
and 1557 several yersipas of the Bible ivere 
printed, but they weru in the greater part 
revisions of Tyndale's previous work. The 
Geneva Bible, 'or, as best known, the 
Breeches 'Bible, appeared in 1557. It was 
translated by several Eii^liwh divines who 
had .fled to Geneva Lo escape: from thu per- 
secutions of Bloody Mary, aud received tlie 
name of Breeches Bible on account of tlie 
rendering of Genesis iii, 7, "Then tlie eyes 
of both of them were opened, and they knew 
that1 they were naked, and they sewed fig 
tree leaves together .mil made"themsulves 
breeches," Tho Bishops' Bible was pub- 
lished in London in 1563. The text oE thia 
wus compared with the original ty u.it;ht 
bishops and s«ven other scholars of vepuui- 
tion, who appended their initials to tb>:ir 
respective tasks.

There are so many beautiful toilets seen 


new upon the street*?, at the opera, the 
lliurch and the various social inactions 
that the fashion writer is apt to fn.ll a vic- 
tim to nervous prostration while trying to 
rememl/er half of them. The coloring is so 
rich and the leading styles <ire so varied 
that it is no wonder that the mind gives 
way. 
Yet out of all the confusion of things 


seen in thj past week one or two facts 
have gradually dawned upon my mind us 
novel and peculiar.

All sofa 
pillows made of light goods or bilks may 
be of down, but the heavier ones should 
have feathers, or at least half feathers. 
Feathers are cheaper. I know of no present 
more prized than a nice sofa pillow, and J 
hope these few hints will prove useful.

How to Use Kerosene as a Cleaner.

HOTV to Make Orange Flout. 


Put a pint of water in a double boiler, 


add the yellow rind of a large lemon tied 
in a bit of thin muslin, cover closely and 
bring to a boil. Remove the bag, squeeze 
the same dry, add half a teacupful of 
sugar and the juice of lemon. When it 
boils, stir in 2 tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch wet in cold water and boil five 
minutes, stirring constantly. Peel and 
slice G oranges, removing all seeds. Place 
them in a glass dish, pour over the cus- 
tard, and when very cold serve with 
whipped cream spread over the top.

blespoonful being enough for a pint of 
starch. 


How tne Word "Bumper** Came Into Use. 


A "bumper" means a full glass. This 


term is used when the surface of the 
wine bumps up in the middle, so that the 
center is higher than the brim. When 
the wine is concave, it is called a brim- 
mer. 
The word is supposed to be a cor- 


ruption of an bon pere, meaning the pope, 
and refers to the bumpers taken by the 
monks to that toast. This is incorrect, 
ns the toast would be au saint pere and 
not "bon." Pere is applied to any friar 
in priest's orders and bon pere to the 
head of the monastery.

TO PLUM PUDDING. 


D ireetlous for Cooking a Turkey—A Com 


mon Place Window Transformed—A Sou- 
venir ol Santa Clang. 


Good Friday has its hot cross buns, Eastel 


Its CKKS, Halloween its apples and nuts, 
Thanksgiving its pumpkin pie, and to 
Christmas alone belongs the plum pudding. 
There may be a Christmas without holly and 
mistletoe, thqre may be a Christmas with- 
out stocking or tree, there are, alas, Christ- 
mases without presents, but there could 
not be a Christmas without its dinner, and 
of this the glory is the plunrpudding. Here 
Is a recipe for the genuine old English arti- 
cle, and tradition tells us that to have the 
true holiday flavor each one in the family,, 
from the grand sire to his last descendant, 
must give at least one stir of the spoon dur 
ing its concoction: 


Eight ounces of stoned raisins, 8 ounces ol 


sultanas, a pound of currants, a pound ol 
beef suet chopped fine, 4 ounces of powdered 
sugar, 4 ounces of flour, a pound of bread 
crumbs, a nutmeg grated, 4 ounces of can- 
died citron, the peel at a lemon chopped 
fine, 34 bitter almonds blanched and 
chopped.

Mix these to 
gether Christinas eve and let stand ovei 
night. Then add a gill of milk, stirring all 
well together. Slightly butter a cloi/h and 
sprinkle a little flour on it, put in a basin 
and pour your mixture in. Let it boil slow- 
ly for three, hours. Serve with brandy or 
tmy rich sauce.

have feathers, or at least half feathers. 

I know of no present 
more prized than a nice sofa pillow, and I 
hope these few hints will prove useful.

Good Friday has its hot cross "buns, Eastei 
its e££s, Hallo weeo its apples and nuts, 
Thanksgiving its pumpkin pie, and to 
Christmas alone belongs the pl.um pudding. 
There may be a Christmas without holly and 
mistletoe, tharc may be a Christmas with- 
out stocking or tree, there are, alas, Christ 
mases without presents, but there could 
not be a Christmas without its dinner, and 
of this the elory is the plum-pudding. Here 
Is a recipe for the genuine old English arti- 
cle, and tradition tells ua that to have the 
true holiday flavor each one in the family,, 
from the grand sire to his last descendant, 
must give at least one atiroJ the spoon dur 
ing its concoction:. 


Eight ounces of stoned raisins, 8 ounces ol 


sultanas, a pound of currants, a pound ol 
beef suet chopped fine, 4 ounces of powdered 
sugar, 4 ounces of flour, o, pound of bread 
crumbs, a nutmeg gratod, 4 ounces o£ can- 
died citron, the peel of a lemon chopped 
fine, 24 bitter almonds blanched and 
chopped. Over all this pour 8 well beaten 
eggs and 3 gills of brandy. Mix these to 
gether Christmas eve and let stand ovci 
night. Then add a gill of milk, stirring all 
well together. Slightly butter a cloth and 
sprinkle a little flour on it, put in a basin 
and pour your mixture in. Let it boil slow- 
ly for three hours. Serve with, "brandy or 
any rich sauce.

gamut of greens. It is better to first out a 
paper pattern to flt the flowerpot, and from 
this shape the celluloid cover. A pattern 
of scallops laid about the edge and cut out 
will furnish your cover with a neat finish. 


Now for the perpendicular slits. One or 


two rows may be used. These should be 
about an inch apart and ribbon run. Satin 
ribbon an inch in width is the most effect- 
ive, or a wider ribbon with slits about the 
top and bottom, through which may be run 
silver braid half an inch in width. A shade 
of pink deeper than the celluloid or water 
green follows the incisions in and out until 
the portion is reached which ia to be closed. 
Here you place one or two big, coquettish 
looking bows, and your flowerpot robe ia 
ready for the admiration which it is bound 
to receive when allowed to embellish, your 
foliage offering. 


Sow to Cook the Turkey. 


The tujkay must be cooked a long time 


and basted very, very often—four hours 
and longer for a turkey weighing 12 pounds. 
The basting and length of time are tha 
true secret of the richness which will melt 
in one's mouth. Wash as little as possible, 
wipe very dry, pepper and salt inside. 
Take a stale loaf of baker's bread and a 
slice of salt pork chopped fine. Crumble 
the brea'd and add, chop fine aud dry. Add 
onion, sage, marjoram, salt and pepper 
(parsley if you like). Pill lightly with the 
dressing, sew up the openings, tie the wings 
and legs down close to the body and the 
neck back under the wing. Place breast 
side down upon a trivet in the dripping 
pan, after having salted and peppered it 
well upon every side. 


Do not have much water in the pan at any 


time., Allow it to almost scorch, dredging 
tu flour at that stage, then adding more 
Ivater. Have a little water in a separate 
pan to baste with, which should be as often 
es 15 minutes. Turn from time to time as 
it browns. At the last it should be laid 
upon its back aud basted with butter and 
at the very last moment dredged with flour 
to froth it. You will find at the end you 
have plenty of brown gravy all ready for 
straining. The gizzard, liver and heartcan 
be cooked very slowly^un the back of the 
stove until tender and placed upon the plat- 
ter, aa many people are fond of them. 


A Commonplace Window Transformed. 
To make a commonplace square of win- 


dow more artistic The Decorator and Fin- 
isher advises to remove the 'Holland shade 
and put a shelf across the bottom of the 
window, on which place four little blossom- 
ing plants in odd shaped, curiously colored 
little jardinieres.

One 
Christmas day there was brought into the 
royal presence a loin so noble in its propor- 
tions that, in ecstacy at the prospect ot th e 
feast before him, the king, in a frolicsome 
mood, resolved to confer the order of 
knighthood on tie roast, so drew his sword 
arid dubbed the loin sirloin. The story is 
far from bad and illustrates the cheerful 
nonsense that in those days passed for wit 
and humor; but, unfortunately for its 
truth, this particular cut of beef was called 
the sirloin long before Charles II was born 
and received its name, not from its tran- 
scendent excellence, but from its position 
in the living enimal.—St. Louis G-lobe- 
Democrat.

Hungry JCKjlloror<3 Coiehruto WHIi a IToaK 


of Soul Bloat and IJlnbbci1. 


"I think Christmas, 1883, wa<3 my most 


memorable ono," said Geaertxl Gristly, tho 
famous arctic explorer. "With my com- 
mand I was proceeding,southward in the 
hope of obtaining hdp.'.and about tlio 20th 
of October we ensconced ourselves in a lit- 
tle hut at Cape Sabine. Our supply of food 
was running very low, nndiwe wore on very 
&hort rations, every oae being allowed just 
enough food in-each Si hours to sustain lite, 
trader these depressing circumstances and 
amid the awful feileuce of the polar night 
the cheerfulness that we contrived to main- 
tain was remarkable. As the Christmas 
season approached we all looked forward 
to it with eager anticipation, not only as a 
festal day,whose associations and memories 
would to some extent va¥y the wearisome 
monotony of our lives, but because we knew 
that the winter solstice would fall about 
Dec. 23 and that then tho sun would return 
and the long dreary night be at an end. 


"Christmas day came at last. Christinas 


in the arctic regions! At 6 o'clock we had 
our breakfast—thin soxip made of peas, 
carrots, blubber aud potatoes. Our Christ- 
mas dinner was served at 1 o'clock. Ilark- 
en to our menu. First course, a stew of 
teal meat, onions, blubber, potatoes aud 
bread crumbs. Second course, served ono 
hour after the first, a stew of raisins, blub- 
ber and milk. Dessert acupol hot choco- 
late. 
The best and most Chribtmasliko 


feature of this meal was that wo were al- 
lowedfi sufllclent quantity«ef it to satisfy 
the pangs of hunger. 


"Our enjoyment of the dessert—onocup 


of chocolate—wo tried to prolong aa much 
as possible. Over it. we told each other 
Christmas storigs; we exchanged reminis- 
cences of bygone OhriBtmase« nt hornewith 
the lovedones so faraway. We d iscussed tho 
probability of our ever reaching our own 
firesides again, and we entered into an 
agreement that if we got back to civiliza- 
tion before another Christmas we would 
pass the day together, in memory of that 
awful Christmas we -were-then spending in 
the realm of the' relentless ice king. Alas, 
many of'thoss bravo fellows never lived to 
see another Christinas. 


"Then we liad some singing. There were 


some Rood slngars among us, and of differ 
ent nationalities, too, so we had songs in 
English, French, Danish and German. Aud 
then we teceivedithe only Christmas pres- 
ent that was vouchsafed to us that year. 
One of OUB party—Kislingbury by name— 
had some, tobacco still Ibft, and knowing 
that aaoSj; of the,men were destitute of ithe 
very kindly made a cigarette for each of 
our liLtla party. I will wager that iu all 
Christendom that day not a present was 
given or received that gave such intense 
delight to the recipient as did those littlo 
rolls of tobacco and paper. They were 
quickly aflame and being puffed away at 
for dear life, and thus my most memorable 
Christmas—a Christrn.jls near the north 
pole—ended in smoke."—Buffalo Express.

^lcirora Celebrate \VitIi a FoaRt 


or Snal "aicut and 321ubljer. 


"I think Christmas, 1883, was my most 


memorable one," said General G-ree'ly,- the 
famous arctic explorer. "With my com- 
mand I was proceeding, southward in the 
hope of obtaining help, '.and about the 213th 
of October we ensconced ourselves in a lit- 
tle hut at Cape Sabine. Our supply of food 
was running very low, and' we were ou very 
short rations, every one being allowed just 
enough food in- eacb2«i hours to sustain life. 
Jndev these depressing circumstances dud 
amid the awful silence of the polar night 
;he cheerfulness that we contrived to main- 
tain was .remarkable. As the Christmas 
aensou approachecl'we all looked forward 


it with eager anticipation, not only as a 


festal day. whose associations and memories 
would to some extent vu?f the wearisome 
monotonyof our lives, but because we knew 
ihat the winter solstice would fall about 
Dec. 22 and that then the sun would return 
and the long dreary night be at an end. 


Christmas day came at last. Ghristmas 


in the arctic regionsl . .At 6 o'clock we had 
our breakfast— thin, soup made o£ .peas, 
carrots, blubber and potatoes. Our Christ- 
mas dinner was served at r o'clock. Hark- 
en to our menu. . First course, a stew of 
leal meat, onions, blubber, potatoes and 
3read crumbs. Second course, served one 
lonr after tha lirat, a stew of raisins, blub- 
Der and milk. Dessert a cup of hot choco- 
.ate. 
The best and most Christmasliko 


feature of this meal was that we were al- 
bwedti sufficient quantity*! it to satisfy 
the pangs of hunger. 


"Onr enjoyment of the dessert — ono cup 


of chocolate-^we tried to prolong as much 
as possible. 'Over iti we told each other 
~!hristmas stories; we exchanged reminis- 
cences of bygone Christmases at home with 
thelovedpnesso faraway. We d isc ussed tho 
probability of our ever reaching our own 
Eiresides agtLin, and we entered into an 
agreement- thn-t if we Rot back to civiliza- 
tion before another. Christmas we would 
pass the day together in memory of that 
awful Christmas we were'then spending in 
tha realm of the-' relentless ice king. Alas, 
many of -those brave fellows never lived to 
Bee another Christmas. 


"Then we had some singing. There were 


Bome good singers among us, and of differ- 
ent nationalities, too, so we had songs in 
English, French, Danish and German. And 
then we received'-the only Christmas pres- 
ent that was vouchsafed to us that year. 
One of oust party — Kisllngbury by name — 
had same, tobacco still- left, and knowing 
that, most of the.-men were destitute of ithe 
very kindly, made, a cigarette for each of 
our little part3i -I will wager that in all 
Christendom that day not a present was 
given or received that gave such intense 
delight to the recipient as did' those little 
rolls of tobacco and paper. They were 
Quickly aflame and being puffed away at 
for dear life, and thus my most memorable 
Christmas— a Christmas near tho north- 
pole — ended in-.smoke." — Buffalo Express.

A good quality 
of heavy wrapping paper and twine should 
be used, and the twine tightly wound and 
lecurely tied, but with a bow knot, as 
packages aro liable to inspection. The acl- 
uress should bo carefully written in ink on 
tho right side of the covering and tho post- 
age stamps placed above it.

case of any trouble from any cause.

iiii additional precaution, a slip contain-

If any otber writing is in any way 
Attached the whole package will become 
mbject to letter postage, or two cents per 
ounce. The package should he carefully 
weighed and postage stamps affixed at the 
fate of one cent per ounce, except in 
taseof books or cards, which can bo mailed 
H the rain of one cent for two ounces. 


Packages as l.iicy aro ordinarily received 


from the stores are not. suitably wrapped 
(or mailing and will not be received for 
iispatch in the mails. Package boxes are 
located in many parts nf i!iu city and if the 
ibove suggestions are can-fully compiled 
ivith it'wlli be po.rtVctli v.ifo to tuail pack- 
iges in ibfse buxp», instead of at the posl- 
offiue.
